W a s h in g t o n , November loth.—‘'A n ex­ 
tensive conspiracy, culm inating in m on­ 
strous frau d !” is the manDer in which 
Secretary Lam ar characterizes, in his letter 
to the A ttorney General to-day. an alleged 
attem pt to steal all the magnificent red­ 
wood forest lying w ithin the confines of 
H um boldt county. 
For nearly a year past 
special agents of the General' Land Office 
have been engaged upon an investigation 
o f the m ethods by which Russ and others 
have secured patents to 150 entries of tim ­ 
ber land, probably the best in the United 
States, and final receipts upon nearly 300 
m ore, and the report ot Agent R. F. Bergen 
discloses a system of frauds that is so per­ 
fect in detail and extensive in its ramifica­ 
tions as to gain the adm iration of Land 
officials familiar with every phase of the 
tim ber land laws. A syndicate of Scotch 
capitalists several years since made, through 
its agent in California, Jam es D. W alker, a 
contract w ith the firm o f Russ & Co., com­ 
posed of Joseph Russ, Daniel Evans and 
Charles King, to secure— by such m eans as 
they should see fit—a contract for

A nd th at contract Russ it Co. have since 
been industriously carrying out. 
They in 
turn employed in this “ nefariousbusiness," 
as the Secretary calls it, Charles E. Beach, 
H arry A. Marks and M. P. Roberts. 
A 
brother of the Register of the Hum boldt 
Land Office, a m an nam ed Frank Mc­ 
Laughlin, was paid to m ake tim ber appli­ 
cations, and he was paid $5 for entry, his 
duty being to take charge of the entrynien. 
A contract was made with John Conor, a 
boarding-house keeper, to furnish sailors to 
m ake entries, each sailor being paid $25 
for entering 160 acres, under the direction 
of M cLaughlin, and the m en deeded them 
to Russ A Co., or some of its members. 
A 
notary named David Cutter swore that he 
w as employed by the Russ Company to 
draw up deeds, the nam es and a descrip­ 
tion of the property being furnished him 
in bulk by Marks, and he further ssys that 
h e drew up betw een 400 and 450 of these 
deeds. 


HOW THE SAILORS MADE SOMETHING. 
All that was required of the sailors was 
to m ake entry and sign a deed, after which 
they were shipped off. 
Marks paid all the 
fees, and was seen paying for some twenty- 
five entries at one tim e to the Receiver of 
th e Land Office. T he records of H um boldt 
countv show that, w ithin a very short 
tim e, some 300 deeds of tim ber iand to 
Russ & Co. were placed on record. 
It 
seems th at up to this tim e the companv 
has secured nearly 2,000 acres of this red­ 
wood forest land, and is continuing its 
operations. 
The Secretary recommends 
th at crim inal suits be instituted against all 
th e parties im plicated in the conspiracy.

C h ic a g o , November 19th.—A Time,'' Troy 
(N. Y.) special says : 
A terrific tornado 
sw ept down the valley of the Mohawk 
river yesterday, and wrecked 
the large

here. 
There were eight men at work in the build­ 
ing. six of whom were fatally injured. The 
first three were at work under a large tank 
of vitriol, and its contents were spilled 
over them . Their clothes were burned off 
an d their bodies shockingly m utilated. 
T he acid put out their eyes, and in their 
efforts to get to a place of safety they 
w alked am ong the ruins and were further 
injured by- falling timbers. The other 
three men were badly burned by the vitriol, 
b u t not so severely, but their injuries from 
falling tim bers were fatal.

N e w Y o r k , November 19th.—A collision 
occurred this m orning between the steam ­ 
ers B ritannic and Beaconsfieid. The former 
struck the latter on the port side, about 
m idships, m aking a bole from three to 
four feet long on the water-line. Several 
tugs took the Beaconsfieid in tow, and 
w hen near the Erie Elevator, at Jersey 
-City, where it is supposed she was bound, 
she sank in thirty five or forty feet of 
w ater.

M a d r íd , November 19th.—In the Senate 
last night the Opposition declared that Pre­ 
mier Sagasta's policy was responsible for 
the m ilitary m eeting in September. Senor 
Sagasta replied that any one who should 
have predicted that a year would elapse 
after the death of K ing Alfonso without 
any disturbance more serious than an up­ 
rising of 200 unorganized men. which was 
entirely suppressed 
w ithin 
two hours, 
would have been ridiculed. Continuing, 
the Prim e M inister said the suppression of 
revolt was due more to the improved cus­ 
toms of the country and the virtues and 
talents of the Queen than to the efforts of 
the Government, which, however, had done 
its best to preserve order. 
General Salamanca attacked Prem ier Sa­ 
gasta personally, and, am id general m ur­ 
murs, declared that the only way to bring 
about a fall of the Government was by re­ 
sorting to a m ilitary uprising. General 
Castello, M inister of W ar, condemned the 
efforts to m ake the arm va political engine. 
He said the policy of the Government was 
to make of the men composing the army 
good soldiers who would ever be ready to 
serve their country and follow its flag. 
The general opinion is that the Govern­ 
m ent carried off the honors of the debate, 
and that the opposition made nothing by 
its attack.

DEATH 
OS THE LAKES. 


V essels W reck ed an d L ives L o st—A Sur- 
v t T o r 's Story. 


F r a n k f o r t (Mich.), November 19th.— 
The barges Menekaunee and Marinette, in 
tow of the steambarge Moinstique, and 
laden with lum ber at Osceola for Chicago, 
broke loose yesterday m orning twenty 
miles off M anitou Island. 
They were 
water-logged and went ashore four miles 
south of this place. The two crews, num ­ 
bering fifteen men in all, were lost. 


t h e s e q u e l . 


D e t r o it , November 19th.—A special to 
the Free Pres/ from Frankfort says : A ter­ 
rible lake disaster occurred last night, and 
there is left not a soul to tell the storv. 
During the hight of the storm yesterday 
afternoon, at intervals through the blind­ 
ing snow, a three-masted schooner could 
he seen about six miles southwest of Frank­ 
fort. 
H er pole3 were almost bare, and the 
deck seemed clear of cargo. An attem pt 
was made to anchor her. and she held for 
a time, but soon broke loose and drifted 
helplessly before the gale. 
The wind 
gradually increased in violence, and the 
seas were growing every moment larger, 
when darkness settled over the lake. Help 
was asked from the life-saving station at 
Manistee, but it was impossible for a tug to 
live in such a gale. 
A fiergreat trouble the 
life-saving station six miles north of here 
was reached, and the apparatus hauled 
down to the coast by a few volunteers over 
the steep hills, winding ravines, tree trunks 
and heavy snow drifts, and pelted by driv­ 
ing snow and hail. They arrived at the 
scene of disaster at H erring creek at 4 
o'clock this morning, after a twenty-mile 
struggle against the elements. The vessel 


was totally broken up, with her cargo piled 
up on the beach, everything being com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
Broken masts, shrouds, 
lum ber and debris—all were m ixed and 
piled up together. Captain M atthews thinks 
she m ust have had her anchor down and 
was pounded to pieces on the outer bar. 
One body was found, that of a m an about 
30 years old. with black hair and sandy 
mustache. 
In the pocket of his coat was a 
letter bearing the address, “ W illiam Lau- 
rey, 131 
Madison street, Chicago." 
His 
face was badly jam m ed, and his bands 
lacerated. 
The vessel's yawl, with the 
nam e M enekaunee, was near by, unin­ 
jured. It is thought she had a crew of nine 
men, and that she broke as soon as she 
struck. 
No other bodies have yet been 
discovered. 
A nother wreck was discovered two mile3 
south, where the same chaotic wreckage 
was seen by the Free Pre.-s correspondent. 
The entire stem of the schooner M arinette, 
of Racine, Wis., was discovered. 
A t a 
neighboring farm-house was a bruised and 
battered sailor, with lacerated hands from 
which the flesh was stripped, and his feet 
were badly swollen. 
H e is C. W. Annis, 
of Port H uron, a sailor on his first trip, 
and is the only survivot of this wtecfc 


THE SAILOR'S STORY. 
The tug left for Chicago Sunday, her tow 
consisting of the steam barge M auistique 
and the schooners M arinette and Mene­ 
kaunee. She m et heavy weather on Lake 
H uron, and was driven for shelter to 
Presque Isle. W e then left and made a 
fair passage on Lake M ichigan. 
W ednes­ 
day noon a southeast gale set in. with rain 
and snow. A t m idnight, while abreast 
of 
Ludington, 
six 
m iles 
out, 
the 
vale increased to almost a hurricane. 
We made for the Two-River light, but 
could fetch nothing. At daylight the Man- 
istique squared away for M anitou Islands 
to escape the onslaught of the storm, and 
the tow broke up at 2:30. 
The steam er 
left us to our fate. W e signaled to them to 
stay by us, but she steamed away and was 
lost to sight in the snow squall. The Mari­ 
nette pitched and rolled terribly, so that 
we could scarcely keep our foothold. 
She 
unshipped her rudder, becoming unm an­ 
ageable. and then sprung a leak. 
W ater­ 
logged. she rolled her deck load off. taking 
both rails and bulwarks w ith it. 
She 
rolied her m ainm ast out, and in falling 
it took the foremast 
and mizzenhead. 
W e saw the M enekaunee drifting appar­ 
ently near us all day. She showed no dis­ 
tress signal, while we tied our colors to the 
mast. 
W e sighted Frankfort during the 
afternoon. 
W e were hcddled in the cabin, 
where we built a temporary door over the 
water. 
The Captain was washed over­ 
board and drowned at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. W e lowered a yawl at 5 o'clock 
and attem pted to reach the land, but in 
lowering she sprung a leak, rendering 
her useless, and we let her go adrift. 
A t 10:30 she struck the beach broadside 
and swung head to, and we rushed 
out of 
the 
cabin. 
O ur 
crew 
was 
eight men, 
all 
told. 
Some huddled 
under the lee of the cabin, clinging to the 
timber-heads, I to the mizzen rigging. The 
stewardess, Mary, was clinging to me and 
crying. 
I helped ber up the shrouds, and 
she tried to hold on u n til-I could fasten 
her, but she could not stand the cold, and 
suddenly fell down across me, nearly car­ 
rying me along, and 


FELL INTO THE BOILING SEA 
Beneath us. H er daughter, aged 13, the 
pet of the crew, never left the cabin, but 
was drowned there. Clinging to the rig­ 
ging w ith me were French John and 
Mr. 
Cumfrev. 
Soon 
the 
m ast 
fell 
across 
the 
cabin. 
W e 
then 
clung 
to the davits at her stern, the seas 
dashing over us. The others we saV 
gradually washed off. one after another. 
At 1 o'clock Mr. Cumfrey and John said 
they would try and reach the shore. They 
each took a loose plank and started. As 
they neared the land I hallooed, “ How do 
you get along?" 
The answer came, “ All 
right." 
Then all was silent. The heavy 
sea swept over the wreck, carrying me 
along. 
I grappled a sm all piece of deck 
plank, and after a terrible experience was 
flung upon the shore. I crawled to the 
house of Mr. Mortenson, who took care of 
me. Our crew consisted of the Captain 
( name unknow nuW m . Cumfrey, “ French 
Jo hn,” of Alpena : C. W. Annis, a Norwe­ 
gian : Mary and her daughter Minnie, 
from Port H uron, and another man named 
John. I think the M enekaunee was water­ 
logged. 
I did not see her after it grew 
dark. She h ad a crew of seven. The body 
found is probably th at of John Cotton, 
married, of Port H uron. 
I looked out at 
daybreak and saw a sm all steam barge 
standing on the outer bar abreast of here. 
She came on broadside, and pounded fear­ 
fully. I saw nothing of the crew, and think 
all were lost. 


THE FIERCEST'g a l e EVER KNOWS. 


C h ic a g o , November 
19th.—Particulars 
concerning the great storm which has been 
raging on Lake Superior show that it was 
the fiercest gale that ever swept the lakes. 
At M arquette the lake was lashed into a 
sea of foam by the terrible winds, and sea 
after sea rolled completely over the break­ 
water, producing a trem endous current and 
undertow in the harbor. 
Vessels at the 
docks snapped their heavy breast-lines like 
threads, and were soon compelled to go out 
and lie at anchor. The breakwater harbor- 
light was torn from its heavy tim ber fas­ 
tenings and washed into the lake. The 
tower was lifted by an immense wave and 
hurled top-first into the lake, where it 
drifted rapidly away. The rescue of the 
crew of the schooner Florida by the 
tug 
Gillet 
was 
a 
daring 
act, 
3nd 
was witnessed by thousands of people who 
thronged the beach. The Florida would 
have made the harbor in safety but for the 
blinding snow. 
W hen the storm abated a 
little the Captain of the Florida found his 
boat in im m inent danger of being dashed 
against the breakwater, and he at once 
dropped both anchors in an endeavor to 
save the boat. Captain Fink, of the tug 
Gillet!, steamed to his rescue. He saw that 
he could not save the vessel, and bent all 
his energies towards rescuing the crew. 
The Captain endeavored to get up to the 
Florida several times, bow on, but was un­ 
able to do so, and finally backed up, g et­ 
ting the tug's stern under the vessel's 
quarter. 
A THRILLING INCIDENT. 
The Florida's crew then began to leap 
for their lives, a very difficult thiDg, con­ 
sidering the 
imm ense 
breakers which 
swept the schooner fore and aft and kept 
the Gillett jum ping about. After three of 
them had reached the tug safely a heavy 
sea threw her again3t the Florida, and for a 
few 
m inutes 
it 
looked 
as if 
the 
Gillett 
would 
share 
the 
schooner’s 
fate. 
H er engine was 
on 
a center, 
and her wheel could not be moved either 
way, while great rollers were sending the 
tug toward shore rapidly. 
Three men in 
the crank-pit, however, managed to turn 
the crank just in tim e to enable the daring 
Captain to save her and return to the work 
of rescue. After the Gillett was in posi­ 
tion again two more sailors made the leap 
in safety, and then only the Captain and 
mate were left. 
The Captain was not willing to ieave the 
vessel before the m ate was safely off, but 
the latter refused to jum p, although re­ 
peatedly ordered to do so by both Captains. 
Finally he crept over the side of the F lo ­ 
rida and clung there, de-pite the entreaties 
of the men on the tug below, who wanted 
him to let him self drop, and even attem pted 
to pull him down, but were unable to loose 
his hold. Just as he clung there a great 
sea hurled the tug against the schooner 
with terrible force, catching the unfortunate 
man between the vessels and grinding his 
legs into a pulp. 
As the vessels separated 
he was caught and drawn aboard the tug, 
the Captain m aking a leap at the same 
moment. 
DISASTER UPON DISASTER.

The first 
business was the question of the Broadway 
franchise. It was said that other companies, 
cable road and others, wanted the fianchise. 
Jaehne, Delacy and .others spoke, stating 
that the Broadway Railroad Company had 
offered $75*),000 for the franchise, one-half 
in cash and one-half in bonds. W itness 
did not know where the money and stock 
was to go. 
It was said that the Surface 
Road had offered S500,000 cash. The offer 
of the cable road was considered unieliable 
and the other was considered best. 
W it­ 
ness voted for it. The next question was 
who should be intrusted with the money. 
Something was said about the am ount— 
$22,000 was to go to each member. 
One 
m em ber thought the am ount should be 
$25,000 each. 
After the vote another meet­ 
ing w«s held at M cLaughlin’s house to dis­ 
cuss it. 
As more votes were necessary, it 
was decided unanim ously to cut down 
each m an's share to $20,000. 
W itness re­ 
ceived a part of $5.000 before the election 
that was his due. The first vote granting 
the franchise was taken December 5th. Up 
to and after that date witness had received 
$15,000. 
Keenan paid it. 
W itness asked 
McQuade after December 5th if he had got 
his money. 
McQuade replied that it was 
“ all right." 
On cross-examination when witness was 
asked why be affirmed, Fuilgraf thought 
he was asked why he turned State's evi­ 
dence. 
He raised his right hand above his 
head as he replied : " I have done it because 
of remorse—remorse of a man to one—” 
W itness' face had bori 
all the m arks of 
m ental agony, and h :, voice had been 
husky and trem ulous. As he reached this 
point he ^roke down, and stroking his 
hand over his beard he said, in a half­ 
whisper. made audible by the perfect si­ 
lence of the moment, “ I don't know .'’ 
Newcombe read extracts from the exam i­ 
nation of Fuilgraf before the Senate com­ 
mittee. Several contradictions were noted 
by Newcombe, who asked witness if his 
former evidence on these points was true 
or false. 
W itness replied, “ False.” New­ 
combe then asked the witness if he had 
committed perjury before the Senate com­ 
mittee. 
“ I presum e so.” replied Futlgraf. 
“ Then. " mercilessly continued the law­ 
yer. " you committed perjury to save your­ 
self from punishm ent for bribery on that 
occasion, did you not?” 
W itness cast his eyes down. 
His previ­ 
ous answers had been false, but the now 
confessed bribe-taker and perjurer answered 
not at ail. As more questions were given 
showing up his character in a bad light, 
the witness'a- sumed som ething of the sir 
of one placed in a position where fight was 
necessary, and his face wore a look of de­ 
fiance. 
His voice grew stronger. 
H e re­ 
plied to the succeeding questions about 
suspicious false testim ony in a way to be 
heard easily throughout the Court-room. 
At 1:30 p . M. a recess was taken. 
After recess Fullgrnff went on the stand 
again, lie said that W aite had told him 
the reason for a call to a special meeting 
was that lawyer Lyddy, who had got out 
an injunction restraining the Board from 
issuing a franchise to any one for a road on 
Broadway, had consented to raise the in ­ 
junction for $17,500. 
They feared that 
Lyddv would get out another injunction to 
bleed the railroad company more. This 
was 
the 
reason 
witness 
signed 
the 
call. Fullgraff acknowledged 
that 
be 
had given 
a 
contradictory 
statem ent 
before 
the 
Senate 
committee. 
The 
showing up of these discrepancies was con­ 
tinued at length. 
Fullgraff acknowledged 
that the material points of his testimony 
before the Senate were false. 
He testified 
that he never knew that $1,000,000 was of­ 
fered for a railroad on Broadway, nor of 
any offer at all. 
A portion of his testi­ 
mony before the Senate committee, which 
included the statem ent that Fullgraff knew 
nothing more about the boodle than they 
did at A lbany or at W ashington, was read. 
Fullgraff explained his evasive answer as 
meaning that Mr. Niles, the examiner, who 
had been a member of the Legislature at a 
time when boodle was flying there, accord­ 
ing to rumor, knew what “ boodle” meant 
well enough. 
[Laughter.] W itness defined 
“boodle as " money dishonestly acquired.” 
Again and again lawyer Newcombe read 
Fuilgraff’s sworn denials of any know l­ 
edge of boodle transactions, asking if they 
were true or false. 
W itness each time ac­ 
knowledge that be swore falsely before the 
Senate committee. There was no bravado 
in the m anner of the witness. H e was 
downcast, but when asked if he rem em ­ 
bered calling on Alm ighty God to witness 
that he was truthful, he replied, positively, 
“ No, I do not remember. 
It never hap­ 
pened.” 
The statem ent in his testimony 
before the committee was that he was sorry 
he had been a m ember of the Board of 
1884 only because of the stories started by 
the newspapers ; that he would stick to the 
members of that Board as long as they 
lived, but that he considered there were as 
honest and pure men in the Board as ever 
sat on God's footstool. “ I can say now,” 
broke in Fullgraff, “ that I am sorry I was 
a m em ber of that Board.” 
_ 
“ Did you refer to your own purity then?” 
“ Yes, s ir ; I was then and am now pure 
but for that one act.” ' W itness said he had 
never “ given away 
the boodle A ldermen 
until his arrest for his alleged connection 
with the granting of franchise to the 
Thirty-fourth-street road in 1884. H e was 
then induced to make a general statem ent 
regarding the 
Broadway franchise, by 
E 
romise of protection from prosecution for 
is own transactions in connection with 
the granting of the franchise 
to that 
road. 
Later an inducem ent of protec­ 
tion 
from 
any 
of 
his 
acts 
as 
a 
member of the Board of 1884 was made at 
Inspector Byrnes; office. 
W itness was 
urged to m ake an entire statem ent at Mr. 
Nichols' house, and he made a statem ent 
w ith Mr. M artinqs aid. 
W itness at first 
refused the proposition at Inspector Byrnes’ 
office. 
He wanted to consult with his fam­ 
ily. 
H e was allowed to go hoBie. He con­ 
sulted with his family and his son-in-law, 
and concluded to make the statement. 
W itness was asked if he had returned his 
■' boodle," on being stricken with remorse. 
H e answered, “ I shall, if God let’s me 
live.” 
“ But have you?” persisted the lawyer. 
W itnessed acknowledged that he had not. 
H e confessed that he had received $1,000 
for his vote in another railroad m atter, and 
had not returned either, but declared that 
he would when he could. H e had been de­ 


layed in that act bv pressing family m at­ 
ters. 
W hen the direct exam ination was re­ 
sumed, Fuilgraf said that he was |n o t 
asked to inculpate any one in his state­ 
m ent to tbe District A ttorney. 
H e m ade 
the statem ent 
because 
bis conscience 
troubled him , and it was the only restitu­ 
tion he conld m ake for w hat be bad done. 
H e said he felt his disgrace keenly, more 
on account of his family than himself. 
H e had received $19,000’ irom tvzo trans­ 
actions, for which he had been indicted, 
and would restore it to the city as soon as 
he had a chasce.

It W ill Cover A ll E-jxcpeir R ussia Strikes 
a S low . 
[By telegraph to the R^ksord-I'nion.I 
London, November 19th.—T he Dublin 
Nation, which is the property of Lord 
Mayor Sullivan, has tc-day a dispatch from 
Vienna, which is startling, if true. 
The 
correspondent at Vienna alleges that a 
European coalition against Rnssia has been 
concluded, and even gives"the details of 
the joint action. The alleged coalition in­ 
cludes England, Austria, H ungary, Italy 
and Germany. If Russia should declare 
war, the plan of action is for A ustria to oc­ 
cupy the south of H ungary and Servia, the 
English and Austrian fleets to occupy the 
Black Sea, while G ein an y makes ready a 
half milion of men to watch the Polish 
frontier and come to the resoue in case of 
Servian defeat. 
If Turkey will join tbe co­ 
alition hei integrity will be guaranteed, 
and the cost of her arm am ents will be paid. 
If Turkey joins Russia, or attem pts toclose 
.the Bosphorus, the Balkan States and 
Greece will be supported by an A ustrian 
arm y, from Bosnia, in sweeping Turkey 
out of Europe. If France joins Russia, ii 
million Germans will cross the frontier, 
and 209,009 Italians will watch the Alps. 
The reward of Italy will be the restoration 
of Nice and Savoy. 
The correspondent declares that, so confi­ 
dent are the m em bers oi tbe coalition, that 
their only fear is that the Czar will retreat, 
instead of advancing. The whole influence 
of the Roman Catholic Church, it is said, 
will be employed on the side of the coali­ 
tion. 
The correspondent adds that in Russian 
official circles it is known that in case of 
hostilities between Germ any and France, 
the m arch of German troops will be a Ger­ 
m an declaration of war, and if France is 
defeated again she will be forbidden to for­ 
tify her frontier, or have an arm y, on the 
principle of a universal m ilitary service. 


MATTERS IN BULGARIA.

November 
19th.—Dispatches 
from Sofia state that the Regents knew five 
days before 
Russia 
instructed General 
Kaulbars to leave Bulgaria unless bis de­ 
mand for the dismissal of General M ulku- 
roff was complied with, that be was going 
to leave anyhow. 
The authorities have 
all been ordered to afford every facility for 
the safe departure to Russian officials and 
those under their protection who will leave 
the country a'ong with General Kaulbars, 
and to take all steps necessary to prevent 
an outbreak of disorder on the occasion-of 
their departure. 
It is stated that Russia 
will send to the Powers a m em orandum 
concerning the Bulgarian question and the 
action of General Kaulbars. 
Telegrams have been sent from Lompa- 
lauka to Prince Alexander, congratulating 
him on the first anniversary of his decisive 
victory over the Servians, which was won 
at Slivnitza on November 18, 1885.

P e s t h , November 19th.—It is stated that 
Austria, England and Germany have pro­ 
posed that before a successor to Prince 
Alexander be elected, the union between 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roum elia shall be 
adjusted on a perm anent basis.

H enry W. Cottle, a prom inent farmer 
and pioneer of Santa Clara county, was 
throw n from his wagon on the Milpitas 
road on Thursday and instantly killed. 
Captain Bandman, of Newburyport, ex­ 
pects to start soon on a voyage around the 
world in a little keel sloop twenty-four 
feet long. 
H e will go to Savannah and 
launch his boat there.

MINERAL SURROUNDINGS

Z a c a te c a s , Mexico, November 11, 1386. 
This old city of Zacatecas, capital of the 
State of the same name, is one of the most 
interesting in Mexico. Being remote from 
either border—situated alm ost exactly in 
the center of the republic, and until lately 
to be reached only by tedious stage jour­ 
neys—it has thus far nearly escaped the in­ 
flux of foreigners which has made such 
m ongrel society in some places. Prim itive 
Mexico is no longer to be found in its cos­ 
m opolitan capital or frontier towns; hut 
in Zacatecas and a few other interior cities, 
where ancient m anners and customs have 
been preserved alm ost intact, the tourist 
m ay still see the real Mexico in all its 
pristine quaintness. 
Representations of some of the oldest 
and richest families on the continent reside 
in Zacatecas, whose “family tree,” spring­ 
ing from some of the proudest houses of 
Grenada and Castile, was transplanted cen­ 
turies ago to this portion of the New 
W orld, and engrafted w ith the blood of 
the Montezumas. 
Many of these ancient 
families can trace their lineage back to an 
ancestry who were in their palm iest days 
of civilization and affluence at a period 
when our rem ote progenitors were yet 
prowling around the woo us in sheep's 
skins. One of the greatest pieces of injus­ 
tice done to this country in the United 
States is 
THE POPULAR ERROR 
Of judging the whole nation by the peons, 
Indians and border “ Greasers.” 
True, 
these lower classes are in the vast m ajority 
as to num bers, especially along the fron­ 
tiers ; and being the most striking features, 
because of the singularity of their dress 
and customs, tourists and writers are prone 
to speak particularly of them as “ Mex­ 
icans,’ without m entioning the superior 
class whose most prom inent characteristic 
is reserve toward foreigners. In no coun­ 
try in the world are distinctions of caste 
more clearly marked, and the typical Mex­ 
ican lady or gentleman has no superiors in 
the way of culture, refinement and true 
worth. 
Fully fifty years before the 
Pilgrim 
Fathers landed upon our northern shores, 
Zacatecas was a center of wealth and civ­ 
ilization. It received the title of “ city ” 
from Philip II. of Spain, as early as 15311; 
and more than half a century before that 
tim e Europeans had begun to work its ex- 
haustless mines, which were even then old 
to the original inhabitants. 
This ancient town, nestled in the heart 
of more hills than Rome sits upon, is sur­ 
rounded by a perfect labyrintn of long- 
worked lodes, intersecting the hights in ail 
directions. More than three hundred mines 
exist in the State—many of which, how ­ 
ever, have been abandoned for lack of funds 
to carry them on. The highest known 
yield of any m ine in the district of Zacate­ 
cas is $700 per ton, while the average yield 
is from $50 to $10 per ton. The cost of re­ 
duction, by m ethods now in vpgne, is about 
$10 per ton, but in most cases the processes 
are primitive, being precisely those em ­ 
ployed by the early Spaniards. Doubtless 
the* introduction of our improved m a­ 
chinery would greatiy increase the yield, 
but it is nevertheless true that the Mexi­ 
cans’ slower and 
less 
expensive ways 
(chiefly by m an and m ule power; are wiser 
under existing circumstances. There are 
no streams in this section by which pow­ 
erful m achinery could be run ; coal there 
is none, 


WOOD SELLS FOR A CENT AXD A HALF PER 
POUND. 
The gnarled and crooked branches of 
m ountain bushes at that! 
The discovery 
of a c-jal m ine in this section would be as 
m uch of a bonanza to its fortunate pos­ 
sessor as one of gold. 
W ithin the last decade a num ber of 
Am erican speculators have come here and 
proceeded as Americans usually do (i. e.. 
rushed in “ where angels fear to tread "), 
sneered at the aucient processes, and—wise 
in their own conceit, though knowing little 
of the peculiar character of the country and 
regardless of the experience of others— 
have set up costly machinery, expecting 
to get rich and revolutionize things in a 
hurrv. 
N aturally the m ajority of these 
speedily 
COME TO GRIEF, 
F or more wealth can be burned up—with 
fuel at a cent and a half per pound—than 
m other earth is willing to yield ; not to' 
mention the thousand other hindrances 
that beset the unsophisticated. Mexican 
laborers expect small wages, and are as 
tractable as children when properly m an­ 
aged, but. owing to national customs, in­ 
sufficient food, effects of climate and con­ 
stitutional “ tiredness,” it requires about a 
dozen of them to accomplish as m uch in a 
given time as one handy Saxon; while 
w ith the least mismanagement, or being 
injudiciously allowed to find themselves a 
dollar ahead, they give up the ship and 
jally off without warning, leaving their 
employer helplessly in the lurch. 
According to existing international laws, 
m achinery of all kinds comes in free of 
duty : and now that coal can be brought 
from the North by railroad, 


ZACATECAS. WITH HER MOUNTAIN'S OF PRE­ 
CIOUS METALS, 
Is destined to become the great m ining 
center of the continent. Prior to the year 
1732 the mines of Zacatecas had produced 
the enormous sum of $832,232,880, on which 
a tax of nearly 47,000,000 pesos (dollars) 
had been paid into the treasury of Spam. 
During the .previous century the m ines of 
this State aione yielded a little more than 
$2,000,000 a year—about one-fifth of all the 
silver coined in Mexico. The famous lode 
called El Vete G*-anc/e(“thegreatvein,” )near 
the city of Zacatecas, is a fair exam ple of 
the mines of this section. It consists of 
three parallel veins running close together, 
which have been worked almost without 
interruption ever since the conquest. More 
than thirty shafts have been sunk along 
these veins, and not one has failed to strike 
a bonanza. The greatest depth yet reached 
is 1,300 feet, yet with this insignificant de­ 
velopment the Vete Grande has produced 
O' <T six hundred million dollar* worth of pre­ 
cious metal—far more tbau the celebrated 
Comstock lode of Nevada, which has been 
opened to a depth of 3,000 feet. 
And yet 
the Vete Grande shows no signs of exhaus­ 
tion, but is to-day conceded to form one of 
the richest deposits in the world. 
According to Busbhart, the city of Zaca­ 
tecas lies at an elevation of 9,012 feet above 
the gulf—an altitude which, in the north 
of the United States, would verge upon the 
line of perpetual snow—while the broad 
plain spreading out below the hilly town 
has itself an elevation of more than 7,000 
feet. 
In this mesa central plain, within a 
few miles of Zacatecas city, are nine small 
lakes containing much carbonate of soda, 
the salt from which is used in the neigh­ 
boring silver mills. 
H um boldt compared 
the geological formation of this district to 
some portions of Switzerland—and cer­ 
tainly the Alps region is not more bare of 
vegetation. The city has a population of 
little more than 64,000, and its narrow 
streets straggle over the hills in the most 
picturesque m anner—stony alleys rushing 
straight up the steep hillsides or descend­ 
ing alm ost as perpendicularly; sometimes 
by a series of steps cut into the solid rock, 
worn into hollows by the restless feet of 
countless generations, and overshadowed 
by adobe walls centuries old. The most 
distinguished land-m ark of the vicinage is 
the 
CONICAL MOUNTAINS, CALLED LA BUFA, 
A orecipitous bight towering 500 feet above 
the city, topped by a huge cross. This his­ 
toric hill is composed of a remarkable con­ 
glomerate of igneous rock, which is thought 
to contain m uch gold and silver. But its 
treasures are safe from molestation for 
generations to come, because rendered sa­ 
cred by the superstitions of the little church 
on the sum m it. The Faithful believe that 
the Blessed V irgin—here called “ Our Lady 
of the B ufa”—once appeared in person to 
the early Conquistadores, and directed the 
building of her sanctuary. Upon the 12th 
day of December (the p ota day of Santa 


Guadalupe, corresponding soroewba to our 
Christmas) many pious people climb the 
m ountain, painfully and laboriously, on 
their knees, m arking the rocky pathway 
with their blood. The num ber of these 
penitential pilgrims has grown smaller 
year by year, however, and now none but 
jieons and Indians attem pt thus to win 
heaven's tavor. 
About half way up thi3 Catholic Mecca 
stands the ruined convent, San M erced; 
while at the foot of the m ountain—on the 
other side, beyond the tow n—the oldest 
church of the section (built in 1552) is 
slowly crumbling, though yet in constant 
use. They tell us that in “ the good old 
days.’’ 
when 
the 
Church of 
Rome 
reigned trium phant 
here, 
the m arri­ 
age fee was ->o exorbitant that none 
but 
the 
wealthy 
could 
ever 
hope 
to indulge in the luxury of that little 
ceremony. To the poorest it was altogether 
impossible, and even a hard-w orking me­ 
chanic could scarcely save the required 
sum out of hi3 slender earnings in fifty 
years of closest economy. As a natural 
consequence the lower classes herded to­ 
gether w ithout pretense of 
“ leave or 
license.” 
But, to their credit be it said 
that, as a rule, the Mexican poor, like most 
Indians, are instinctively virtuous. They 
generally live together, the one man with 
the one woman, till death divides them, 
rearing their children as conscientiously- 
according to (heir lights—as m any ot iheir 
betters who are bound by ties of church 
and State. 
M any years ago 


THE MONKS OF LA BCFA 
Married people for a more moderate bonus 
than would the priests in the city, and 
therefore it came about that, for economy’s 
sake, m ultitudes went to the m ountain-top 
to have that ceremony performed. But the 
fee even there was a crown, a sum often 
unattainable; and hence the holy fathers 
consented to receive any articles of value 
as security for future payment. Frequently 
the poor people bad nothing in the world 
to pawn but the donkeys upon which they 
rode: so, m any loving couples left their 
little beasts on deposit and trudged home 
happy, hand in hand on foot. By and 
by 
the 
sacristie 
became 
a 
novel 
sort of pawnbroker's shop—whose sign 
was a cross instead of three golden bails— 
stocked with so m any and diverse com­ 
modities that the monks were in sore di­ 
lemma what to do with the continually in ­ 
creasing store. The donkeys, especially— 
beiDg somewhat bulky on deposit and ex­ 
pensive to m aintain—became a grievous 
burden, roaming about over the bare hill, 
and m aking the welkin ring with their un­ 
musical braying. 
A t length the thrifty 
friars concluded to put them to service in 
carrying water down to the city from a 
spring high up on the Bufa beside the little 
church. As it was the only good water in 
the vicinage, and as the people were as­ 
sured that it gushed forth miraculously 
from the solid rock when the Virgin of La 
Rufa put her sacred foot upon that spot— 
it readily sold for two sous a donkey-load. 
The beasts being seldom reclaimed and 
constantly m ultiplying, their usefulness as 
water carriers was continued for a century 
or more, during w hich tim e the industry 
yielded the church more than a m illion 
francs 1 
EXORBITANT CLERICAL FEES. 
The days are not long past when one of 
the greatest evils in Mexico was the ex­ 
orbitant fees demanded by the Church for 
every service which they could induce the 
people to believe was essential to spiritual 
welfare. The “ Amended Constitution ” of 
the Liberal party—which came into power 
with Juarez—has greatly modified these 
abuses, m aking marriage a civil contract 
and suppressing ecclesiastical tribunals : 
yet the m ajority of the poorest—and there­ 
fore most ignorant—classes stick relig­ 
iously to all the olden ceremonials of the 
Church, which stillj charges so much for 
its services that few can afford them . 
Ac­ 
cording to the ideas of these Catholic In ­ 
dians, confession, absolution, confirmation, 
infant baptism and funeral rites are not 
to 
be 
dispensed 
with — though 
the 
form 
of, a 
m arriage 
ceremony may 
be omitted. 
As 
thousands 
ef 
them 
are so poor that they cannot 
count 
with certainty upon enough to keep the 
gaunt wolf of hunger from their door, 
many a wretched soul has been compelled 
to go trem bling into eternity without that 
absolution which is deemed necessary to 
future 
peace; and m any a m ourning 
m other has consigned her child to eternal 
torment (as she believed) because unable 
to pay for baptismal or confirmation fees. 
We are told that to-day the baptismal 
bonu3 is $7; confirmation, $10: marriage 
ceremony. $17; and a funeral ceremonial, 
$19; a state of things which adds to death 
a double sting, and 


INCREASES THE TERRORS OF MATRIMONY. 
It is related that a man died last year in 
Zacatecas, whose family—having once been 
in better circumstances, but now “refluced” 
—could not raise money enough to pay for 
burial service w ithout calling upon public 
charity, which would necessitate interm ent 
in Potter’s field, and this they would not 
consent to. None can be buried in the con­ 
secrated ground of 
the Campo Santos 
without priestly services, and in doubt­ 
ful cases the priests refuse to render 
them 
till the cash is in hand. 
In 
vain the relatives of the cadaver aforesaid 
oflered to pawn their 
household goods 
or 
any of 
their 
belongings 
as 
security 
for 
future 
payment—the 
obdurate 
man 
of 
God 
would have 
nothing to do with the funeral under any 
such arrangem ent. 
The distressed widow 
and her daughters, not knowing what to 
do. shut themselves in the house with 
their dead, and thus matters stood till the 
poor corpse began to decay. 
At last the 
Governor heard of it, and, for the health 
of the living, was obliged to take the m at­ 
ter in hand. 
Not being him self a Catholic, 
but unable to persuade the widow to con­ 
sent to any other burial, he finally ordered 
the dead man to be carried to the priest's 
own door and left there, after which, it is 
needless to add, a speedy burial took place, 
though m inus the usual consideration.

A .NEW GAME OF CARDS FULLY 
EXPLAINED. 


A P o p u l a r G e r m a n G a m e —T h e I n ­ 
t e r e s t a m i S k ill o f W h is t—

T he M an u factu re of H airpins. 
For years the English and French con­ 
trolled the m anufacture of hairpins, and it 
is only w ithin the last twenty years that 
the goods have been produced in thiscoun- 
trv to any extent. 
Tbe machinery used Is 
o f a delicate and intricate character, as the 
prices at which pins are sold necessitates 
the most rapid and cheapest process, which 
can only be secured by autom atic m a­ 
chines. 
The wire is made expressly for 
tbe purpose, and put up in large coils, 
which 
are 
placed 
on 
reels, and the 
end of the wire is placed in a clamp, 
which carries it to the m achine while 
straightening i t ; from there it runs in 
another machine, which cuts, bends, and, 
by a delicate and instantaneous process, 
sharpens the points. Running at full speed, 
these machines will turn out 120 hair pins 
every m inute. To economize, it is neces­ 
sary to keep them working night and day. 
The difficult part of the work is the enam ­ 
eling, which is done by dipping in a prepa­ 
ration and baking in an oven. H ere is 
where the most constant and careful atten­ 
tion is required, as the pins m ust be per­ 
fectly smooth and the enamel have a per­ 
fect polish. 
The slightest particles of dust 
cause imperfections and roughness, which 
is objectionable.

“ Scat” is said to be the most popular 
name of cards in Germany to-day. 
It fills 
a want often ftlt for a good game of cards 
at which three persons can play, and has 
variety enough to m ake it interesting, and 
is capable of as much thought and skill as 
whist. Scat is played with a euchre pack 
of thirty-tw o cards—from ace to seven in­ 
clusive. 
It is played by three persons 
usually. 
Four may pluv, in which ease 
the dealer each tim e deals no cards to him ­ 
self. The cards are dealt, first, ihree to eich 
player, then four ¡..each, then two to the 
center of the table called the scat cards or 
scat, and finally three to each again. There 
are various modes of playing out the hand, 
and the modes in which each hand is to be 
played is determined by bidding, as ex­ 
plained below. The modes are denomi­ 
nated as follows, and rank in the order 
given, “ scat diam onds” being lowest and 
nullo ouvert” highest: Scat in diamonds 
counts 1, scat in hearts 2, scat in spades 3, 
scat in clubs 4. Tourne counts the same 
as solo. Solo in diam onds 5, solo in hearts 
6, solo in spades 7, nullo 16, solo in clubs 
8, nuello ouvert 32, grando 16. 
[See expla­ 
nation of grundo below.] 
They are plaiied 
as follow s: 
£cat.—This is played by the winner in 
the bidding, called the ” spicier,” taking 
up the two scat cards into his hand w ith­ 
out exposing them , and discarding two 
from his hand into the scat. The player to 
left of the dealer has first lead, and the 
winner of each trick wins the lead. The 
object of the play is for the spieler to make 
61 points, and for his two opponents, who 
play as partners, to prevent him from m ak­ 
ing 61. The cards count as ip sixty-six, 
viz : Ace counts 11, ten 10, king 4, queen 3, 
knave 2. The other cards have no value 
in counting. The rank of the cards for 
taking tricks is in the same order, i. e., ace 
highest, ten next, king next, etc., except 
that the four knaves are always trum ps 
and rank at the head of the trum p suit in 
the following o rd er: Knave of clubs high­ 
est, knave of spades next, hearts next and 
diamonds next. This order of rank of the 
knaves is the same no m atter which suit is 
trum ps. 
Knave of clubs is always the 
highest trum p. 
The 61 points m ust be 
counted by the spieler from the catds taken 
in his tricks and the cards in the scat. The 
poiDts, if any, in the scat always count for 
the spieler. The players must follow suit. 
The only difference between the four 
modes of scat, i. e., diam onds,hearts, spades 
and clubs, is in the trum p -suit, which is 
declared by the spieier and gives the name 
to the mode, and also in the value of the 
modes as above given. 
Tourne.—In this the spieler turns up one 
of the scat cards, and the suit of the card 
turned becomes trumps. 
He then takes 
both into his hand and discards two as be­ 
fore. The hand is then plaved and the 
rank and value of the cards are the same as 
in seat. There is only one mode of tourne 
in bidding, as the trum p is not turned un­ 
til the bidding is ended. 
But the suit 
turned determines the value of this mode, 
the values of tbe suits being the same as in 
solo, i. e., diamonds 5. hearts 0, spades 7, 
clubs 8. 
Solo.—Between solo spades and solo clubs 
comes nullo. In this mode there are no 
trumps at all. The knaves and tens return 
to their ordinary places in their respective 
suits, ami the rank of the cards iu each suit 
is as follow s: Ace, king, queen, knave, ten, 
nine, eight, seven. The players m ust fol- 
iow suit, and the object of the spieler is to 
avoid taking any trick. 
If he takes a 
single trick be has lost. The plav in this 
mode has nothing to do with m aking 61. 
The scat is not used in nullo. 
Nullo Ouvert.—This is the highest mode, 
and is played exactly like nullo, except 
that after the first trick is turned all the 
players lay their hands down, face up, on 
the table, and the play proceeds with all 
the cards out exposed to view. The spieler 
m ust avoid taking a single trick. 
Orando.—This is not a mode in bidding. 
But when the spieler decides to play in 
tourne and turns a knave or ace, he may, 
before looking at the other scat card, de­ 
clare “ grando,” and the play 'then pro 
ceeis in this mode, after the spieler has 
taken up the scat and discarded. In grando 
the knaves are the only trum ps, and form 
a sort of fifth suit by themselves. 
The 
players m ust follow suit, and when a 
knave is led a knave m ust be played upon 
it if possible. Otherwise the cards have the 
same v a lu e rs in scat and solo, the ten 
ranking between ace and king, and the ob­ 
ject of the spieler is again to m ake 61 
points. 
b id d in g . 
The right to declare the mode of play be­ 
longs originally to the player at left of 
dealer, who is called the fore-hand. 
The 
second player to left of dealer, called the 
middle hand, then opens the bidding by de­ 
claring, or offering to play, in a certain one 
of 
the above modes, as say “ spades” 
(m eaning scat spades when no distinguish­ 
ing word is used), or ” tourne,” or “ solo 
hearts,” or “ nullo,” etc. The fore-band 
then replies whether or no he is willing to 
accept the offer. 
If he accepts it the mid- 
dle-liand gets the play from him . t If he re­ 
fuses he is bound to play in as high a 
mode as he has refused. 
If his offer be re­ 
fused the middle-liand m ay offer to play in 
a higher mode or pass. 
YVhen the right to 
declare the mode has been determined be­ 
tween the fore and m iddle-hands, the next 
player to left of the middle-hand, called the 
after-hand, then makes his offers to the 
successful party, which may be accepted or 
refused as before. The person who in this 
way wins the riebt to declare the mode in 
which the hand shall be played is called 
the spieler, 
lie then declares the mode in 
which he will play, which may be the 
higher mode which has been offered by 
either of the others, or any higher mode; 
but he cannot declare a lower mode. The 
values of the different modes given in fig­ 
ures above, have no connexion with the 
bidding. The bidding goes according to 
the rank of the modes, which is in the or­ 
der given above. 


COUNTING THE HAND. 
The value of a hand is obtained by m ul­ 
tiplying two factors. First—The value of 
the mode in which it has been played as 
given in the first table above (i. e. dia­ 
monds 1, clubs 4, tourne in spades 7, solo 
clubs 8, nullo 16, etc.) as multiplicand. 
Second—M ultiply this by the num ber of 
highest trum ps in uninterrupted succes­ 
sion from the knave of clubs down, which 
the spieler originally holds in his hand and 
in the scat, or the num ber of highest 
trum ps in uninterrupted succession from 
the knave of clubs down, which are want­ 
ing from his hand and the 9cat (according 
as he held or did not hold the knave of 
clubs), added to the value of his game, de­ 
term ined thus : If his tricks and the scat 
count up 61 points it counts 1 for game. 
If 
91 points (called a double) 2 for game. If 
all ol the 120 poiDts (a triple) 3 for game. 
If he announces in advance his intention 
to m ake a double and succeeds, it counts 
one more, i. e., for game. 
If he announces 
a triple and succeeds, it counts two more, 
i. e.. 5 for game. If he announces a double 
and makes a triple, it counts 4 for game. 
If the spieler’s tricks and the scat count np 
less than 61 he loses one for gam e; if less 
than 31, two for gam e; if he has no card of 
any value in his hand or the scat, three for 
game. 
If he has announced a double or 
triple and failed to m ake it he loses the 
same amouDt for game as he would have 
made if successful. 
E xam ple: Suppose 
the play to have been m ade in solo hearts 
and the 
spieler to have 
held 
origi­ 
nally in his hand and in the scat the knave 
of clubs, spades, and diamonds, and ace of 
hearts, and the cards in his tricks and the 
scat count up 80 points. 
H is count would 
thus b e : 2 (for the 2 highest trum ps) -f- 1 
(for game) = 3 m ultipled by 6 (the fixed 
value of solo h earts)= 1 8 = the value of his 
play iu that mode, and is to be added to 
his score as he has made his 61 points. 
If 
he had failed to make 61 this 18 would 
have been substracted from his score. 
An­ 
other example : Suppose the spieler to 
play in tourne and turn up a spade, m ak­ 


ing spades trumps, 3ay he held in his hand 
originally all four knaves and ace and ten 
of spades, and announced in advance biB 
intention to make 91 points. 
If he suc­ 
ceeds hi- count will be 
3 1 for game) -4-6 
(for the 6 highcst trumps) = 9 m ultiplied by 
7 (for solo spades) =563, the value of his 
play, which is added to his score. 
Bnt if 
he makes less than 91, having announced 
a double, then this 63 is subtracted from 
his score. The count would have been the 
same if the four knaves and ace and ten of 
spades had been held by his adversaries, 
as he would then have played w ithout 
them. 
In grando the multiplicand is al­ 
ways 12. The value of a play in nullo or 
nuilo ouvert is always 16 in the former and 
32 in the latter, without any m ultiplying. 


RAMSCH. 
Should ail the players pass, i. e., should 
the forehand receive no offer from either 
m iddle-hand or after-band, and not w ill­ 
ing to become spieler him self in any of the 
modes, the hand is then played out in a 
new mode called “ ramsch.” 
In this, as in 
grando, the knaves are the only trumps, the 
other cards retaining their usual value in 
scat. The object in ramsch is to m ake as 
few points as possible. The player m aking 
the most points looses 10 from his score, or 
15 if one of the players takes no point. 


THE SCORE. 
The score is kept in a separate column 
for each player. 
If the spieler of any hand 
wins, enter the value of his play figured as 
above in his column with a plus sign. If 
he loose enter it with a m inus sign. Each 
num ber is played separately and no score 
is changed except that of the spieler. 
There is no definite am ount to be played 
for, but the game may cease whenever the 
deal has bcc-n held an equal num ber of 
times by each player. 
W hen the game is 
closed the score is reckoned up as follows : 
Find the algebraic sum of each column ; 
from each sum subtract each of the other 
sums and add tbe algebraic remainders. 
The results will show the state of the score. 
Thus suppose the respective colum ns to 
foot u p :

which show the result of the game. Those 
with the negative signs have lost, and 
those with the positive signs won. The 
plus and m inus signs balance one another. 
The players who have m inus signs pay the 
am ount of their respective scores into the 
pool, and those with plus signs receive 
their amounts from the pool. 


POINTS TO BE REMEMBERED. 
Fore-hand always has first lead; fore­ 
hand never bids, hut simply accepts or re­ 
fuses the offers of the o th er; ditto middle- 
hand when he has won the play from fore­ 
hand. W hen only three play, the dealer 
becomes also after-hand ; when four play 
middle-hand is opposite the dealer. The 
knaves are always the highest trumps, 
ranking above the ace, and always in the 
same order. 
But in nullo and nullo ou­ 
vert there are no trumps. 
. 
Suit must he followed in all the modes. 
W hen four play the dealer m ust not sneak 
to either of the players, nor see the cards of 
either. 
The safest plan in the long run for a be­ 
ginner. unless he holds a very good hand, 
is to “ stand in with the opposition'’ each 
time, i. e., not make any offer himself, or, 
if he be fore-hand, accept the first offer 
made, so as to be one of the two who play 
as partners against the spieler. The spieler 
usually has) uphill work, as in cut-throat 
euchre. 
The foregoing is a mere outiine of the 
game, but contains all tbe necessary rules 
and principles. The points constituting 
fine play are to be learned by practice, and 
will rapidly suggest themselves to experi­ 
enced card players, and the game will ad­ 
m it of a great amount of calculation and 
forethought.

Strange Testimony of Dr, Chandoss. 


A nything more exquisitely beautiful than 
Mrs. W esthaven would be difficult to im ­ 
agine. 
I m et her with her husband and 
sister two m onths before the m urder trial 
in which we were afterw ard concerned, at 
a famous health resort in California.

MAINTAIN THE CITIZEN SOLDIERY. 
The State Legislature about to assemble 
is to be called upon to manifest greater 
liberality for the State toward that arm of 
the Government known as the National 
’ Guard of California. It muál be done, or 
decadence of the organized militia will 
follow the refusal. It is to be expected 
that there will be the usual class of ob­ 
jectors, who believe the companies are suf­ 
ficiently assisted already, and the usual 
contemptuous and " witty ’ men, who will 
find strength in a sneer and logic in rude 
jests about “ holiday soldiers." But these 
people should lie confronted soberly and 
squarely with the facts. No thoughtful 
citizen doubts for a single moment that the 
organized citizen soldiery of the country is 
one of the most powerful peace-preserving 
and property-protecting agencies in our 
system. Out of 1,000,000 of people, we 
have in California about 2.500 men who, 
without fee or reward, enroll themselves 
for the express purpose of conserving the 
peace of our communities. They can 
have nothing to gain by this action. It is 
unselfish philanthropy. Talk as we may 
about the pride in shoulder-straps and 
uniforms, and the strut of brief authority, 
it remains that but for these citizens 
who give of their time and strength, 
we would be without a strong and constant 
guard to life, property and peace against 
lawlessness, and the officers of the law 
would find their task of enforcing the 
mandates of the people very much more 
difficult. The organized citizen soldiery 
was worth all other lawful barriers at 
Pittsburg a short time ago; it kept the 
peace in Cincinnati not long since, and 
saved that city from torch and rapine ; it 
lias thrice or oftener preserved San Fran­ 
cisco from riot, outrage and conflagration. 
Only recently in Illinois the admirable 
conduct of the National Guard in the 
“packing district” was the subject of 
warm commendation all over the land, and 
the source of lofty pride on the part of the 
people of Chicago. At East St. Louis last 
spring they came to the rescue of the offi­ 
cers of the law, who were powerless in the 
hands of the mob, and for weeks held law­ 
lessness by the throat and finally choked 
it into submission. In Milwaukee, a little 
later, they quelled a formidable riot and 
brought offenders to justice. The fact of 
their organization, the knowledge of their 
promptness to answer call, checked the 
mob spirit in San Francisco last week. In 
many a city at the East the mere signal 
for them to come to arms has been the 
death blow to threatened violence. Every­ 
where in the Union the fact that they are 
ready, bearing the arms of the State, to 
stand for order and the law, and lay down 
their lives if necessary, is sufficient to 
cow Anarchists and rioters, and to drive 
plotting Socialists to dark retreats. With­ 
in two years the National Guard has been 
called to the rescue on some forty occa­ 
sions of danger in many sections of the 
Union, and in every instance has preserved 
the peace and upheld the majesty of the 
law. The lawless element that will stone 
the police and beat a hired body of private 
guards, respects and fear the N ational 
Guard, and only in the hight of frenzy 
will raise a hand against it. Seven hun­ 
dred guardsmen called suddenly from 
their homes and places of business in Chi­ 
cago, wearing the blue uniform of the na­ 
tion, faced a mob 20,000 strong in Chicago 
a few days ago, drove it back and dispersed 
it without firing a shot. 
Indeed, the dis­ 
patches read : “ The rioters respected the 
troops and refused to resist them.” Why? 
Because they knew that behind those de­ 
termined young men who obey orders im­ 
plicitly, was the authority of the great 
State of Illinois they represented, and be­ 
hind it still, the greater authority and 
power of the United States of America, 
whose blue they wore. It was the National 
Guardsmen who .were first to resist the Re- 
liellion in the civil war; among the first 
to cross the border in the war that stripped 
Mf xico of that fair possession—California. 
They are the first to respond to 
all calls to arms, and the whole 
recced 
of

organization 
diac'oses no period in which in time of real 
danger they have failed a State of the 


Governor Tilden was a man of broad 
ability, a lawyer of great acumen. One 
would have felt perfectly safe, in disposing 
of his property, to have had the advice of 
Mr. Tilden, or his attorneyship in the 
preparation of one’s last will and testa­ 
ment. Yet Governor Tilden could not, or 
did not, construct his own will so as to pre­ 
vent its possible destruction by contestants. 
And this is all the inore remarkable from 
the fact that the best lawyers of New York 
declare the law point upon which it may 
go to ruin to be a well-settled principle of 
the law. 
Mr. Tilden gave, by will, the great hulk 
of his property to trustees, who are di 
rectcd to build and endow a library and 
an educational institution in the city of 
New York. This is a specific direction, 
and the details are clearly provided, so 
that the trustees cannot go wrong in the 
maiter. But in his extreme caution Mr- 
Tilden provided also that if the trustees 
shall deem it inexpedient to apply the 
property, or any part of it, to “ the said 
institution,” they may use it for such char­ 
itable, educational and scientific purposes 
as in their judgment will render the fund 
“ most widely and substantially beneficial 
to the interests of mankind.” 
The lay mind may at first see no defect 
in such a provision. Surely a man may 
devise property to another, to be used with 
certain general ends in view, but in detail 
according to the best judgment of the agent. 
It is, however, true that a dead man can 
not have an agent with discretionary pow­ 
ers—an attorney in fact. The principal 
being dead, no decree of his can, in the 
hands of an executing agent, go beyond 
the specific direction. It is a very differ­ 
ent case where one gives his property ab­ 
solutely to a trustee, who may, if he 
chooses, use the property for purposes con­ 
sonant with the wishes of the testator. 
A great deal may be left to the discre­ 
tion of the agent by will, but not every­ 
thing. The New York Herald cites a very 
recent case where the Court of Appeals 
said : “ This Court is not likely to agree 
that a devise may become the mere equiv­ 
alent of a general power of attorney.” In 
another case, the same Court confirmed a 
will directing the trustees to distribute the 
estate among Roman Catholic schools, 
charities or churches, because, as the Court 
said, “ the class of beneficiaries was spe­ 
cially designated and confined to the lim­ 
its Of a single city and to a single religious 
denomination.” 
- 
But where a will directed $150,000 to be 
distributed among such charitable institu­ 
tions as the trustees might select, the 
Court of Appeals said ; “ It is a well-set­ 
tled rule that where a gift to a charitable 
use is so indefinite as to be incapable of 
being executed by a judicial decree the 
trust must fall.” 
And this, because in such a case no Court 
can enforce the trust, and heirs are pro­ 
tected by the law against the disposal of 
property in which they have a possible in­ 
terest, in a manner that takes it without 
the power of the Courts of law to correct; 
or enforce, the trust. 
Now, under Mr. Tilden’s will, it would 
seem that there can be no review of the 
judgment of the trustees, should they 
deem it “ inexpedient ” to apply the fund 
as at first directed. So, it would seem, ac­ 
cording to present lights, that Mr. Tilden’s 
will, so far as any trusteeship created by 
it is concerned, is that impossible thing, 
a dead man’s poyer of attorney, for, as the 
Court of Appeals of New York said as 
lately as in 1884; “ A testator clearly 
would not be authorized to make a be­ 
quest empowering his trustees to select in­ 
stitutions embracing the whole"civilized 
world, or even within the limits of the 
United States.” 
MR. CLEVELAND AND THE PRESS 
President Cleveland “ has a grudge ” 
against newspapers. They have made 
very free with his domestic affairs; un­ 
commonly so. They have roused his an­ 
ger because of some unjust strictures upon 
public men. But why was it necessary to 
drag this subject to the front at the Har­ 
vard anniversary clelebration, as Mr. 
Cleveland did ? The newspaper is a human 
institution, and liable to err. Some of the 
representatives of journalism are un­ 
scrupulous, and iiave disgraced it by tbeir 
libels and their Paul Pry practices. Some 
of them are conscienceless, and lie amaz­ 
ingly. But President Cleveland was not 
justified because of that fact, in assailing 
the press generally. If the newspapers 
lie about him, he, knowing the motives 
that actuate him, can afford to wait for the 
truth to justify him and recoil upon who­ 
soever is guilty. All other Presidents 
have suffered from the shafts of the press, 
but Mr. Cleveland is the first to confess the 
hurt, by publicly retaliating vituperat- 
iveiy. It would better have comported 
with the dignity of his high office, to have 
repressed the desire to rap the press over 
the knuckles. He has no need to fear the 
press if he is conscious of his own recti­ 
tude. In his Harvard speech Mr. Cleve­ 
land said: 
No public officer should desire to check the 
utmost freedom of criticism as to all official 
acts, but every right-thinking man must con­ 
cede tbat the Presideut of the United States 
should not be put beyond the protection which 
American love of fair play and decency accords 
to every American citizen. This trait of our 
national character would not encourage, if their 
extent and tendency were folly appreciated, the 
silly, mean and cowardly lies tnat every day 
are found in the columus of certain newspapers, 
which violute every instinct of American m an­ 
liness, and in ghoulish glee desecrate every ea- 
cred relation of private liie. There is nothing 
in the highest office that the American people 
can confer which makes their President alto­ 
gether selfish, scheming, and untrustworthy. 
On the contrary, the solemn duties which con­ 
front him teitd to a sober sense of responsibility; 
the trust of the American people and an appre­ 
ciation of their mission among the nations of 
the earth should make him a patriotic m an, and 
the tale6 of distress which reach him from the 
humble and lowly and needy and aiilicted in 
every corner of the land cannot fail to quicken 
within him every kind impulse and tender 
sensibility. 
All this is true enough ; no fair-minded 
man will take exception to it, but it waa 
not the time, nor the place, nor was the 


President of the United States the person 
to say it. Between its very truthful lines 
is to be read the resentment and chagrin 
of the President, the disclosure of which 
cannot tend to exalt him in the eyes of 
the people. He was the guest of one of 
the chief houses of learning in the nation; 
the thought of the hour was far away 
from newspapers, Presidents and criti­ 
cisms, and bounded only by educational 
and literary surroundings. 
The right 
thing to say is despoiled of its virtue when 
uttered in the wrong place and by the 
wrong person. There is a “ ghoulish ” 
press, fortunately limited in number and 
the scope of its influence, but denunciation 
of it on Harvard Day and by the chief 
guest of the occasion, was a grievous 
mistake. 
TRIUMPH OF OUR RAISIN GROWERS. 
An Associated Press dispatch this morn­ 
ing, from New York, quotes the Commercial 
Bulletin as saying that the reception of re­ 
cent shipments from California in that city 
of California cured raisins was very cor­ 
dial, and that the commission men are 
much pleased with the quality of the fruit 
It is added that it is there considered this 
is really the first year for the placing of a 
desirable quality of raisins from this sec­ 
tion. This is a little surprising, since we 
fiave shipped raisins of excellent quality 
to the East for a number of years, and for 
a long time “ London Layers ” of Califor­ 
nia in several of the Eastern markets 
have enjoyed the reputation of being as 
good as very much of the best of foreign 
import. The Bulletin is reported assaying, 
however, that in past years our endeavor 
to make progress without experience led 
to placing upon the New York market of 
inferior goods, when compared witli those 
of Spanish growth. And this was so 
damaging to California that many people 
regarded the raisins of this State as unfit 
for that market, the 
odor, 
ap­ 
pearance and taste being especially 
the objects of severe criticism. 
It 
must 
be 
that some 
California 
growers have heretofore placed upon the 
New York market inferior grades, poorly 
selected and negligently packed. In pop­ 
ularizing raisins in a market, the grower 
must remember that a very great deal de­ 
pends upon the appearance. We have 
known more juicy, sweeter, finer and in 
every way more palatable, small, dark­ 
skinned raisins to be rejected by buyers, in 
favor of the more attractive, large, blue, 
fat and handsomely-appearing raisin, 
though far inferior to the former in tooth­ 
someness—such is the effect of appearance 
and packing. The Bulletin says that it is ev­ 
ident our growers and shippers have taken 
greater pains, and have employed improved 
methods of curing and packing, with the 
result of introducing a class of goods that 
has become a serious menace to the future 
importation of Spanish raisins. When 
that journal adds, however, that all that 
now remains for us to put our product 
upon a par with the imported article, is “ a 
ripe soil,” California growers are in the 
dark as to what meaning is intended. For^ 
so far as soil is concerned, California yields 
the palm to no other for its adapta­ 
bility to raisin-grape growing, “ atop ” of 
which is a climate of a character so favor­ 
able that we esteem it unsurpassed in all 
essential points. However, it is gratify­ 
ing to learn that the shipments from 
California to New York for this season 
have removed all material objections to 
our product in that market. The news 
should stimulate our growers to renewed 
exertion» to select and pack with an eye 
single to the Eastern demand. No doubt 
there has been carelessness in both selec­ 
tion and packing ; in fact, there has been, 
we fear, but little of the former in very 
many cases. The fruit will be graded 
more circumspectly from season to season, 
until the California raisin will not only 
rank with but excel the best of foreign ex­ 
port, There is now apparent no reason 
why this should not be so. With soils 
that may be selected, than which there are 
no better, and ample in area, we have the 
additional advantage in the interior val­ 
leys and foothills of that dryness of atmos­ 
phere that renders it more tit for curing 
processes and for packing to the very best 
advantage. In fact, the raisin industry of 
California is but upon the threshold of its 
possibilities. 
__ 
W h e n the police of London on Lord 
Mayor’s day ordered the West End shop­ 
keepers to put up their shutters and close 
their doors as the procession passed, they 
confessed their fear of failure to preserve 
the public peace. A senseless ceremony 
was to take place that involved much out­ 
lay, and more of gaudy display. It was to 
be observed for traditional reasons, not to^ 
meet any governmental regulation or pub­ 
lic need. It was calculated to invite assault 
from the vicious and discontented—hence 
the timorous fears of the populace. Lon­ 
don was spared a riot by extraordinary 
precautions taken by the local govern­ 
ment ; but it remains that the Lord 
Mayor’s show iias become a menace to life 
and property in London. The Socialists 
and Anarchists were held in check by the 
military and police forces; but would it 
not have been better to have abandoned 
the procession, as must be done some day ? 
Is there any need to provoke the danger­ 
ous classes to violence? Would it hare 
been, after all, any confession of fear, and 
a concession to the mob spirit, to have 
abandoned that which has, in this day, lost 
its original value aad meaning? Wc think 
not. Socialism is tobe combatted, crushed 
out; but is it best to do it by inviting it 
to assault ? 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d being pushed into a 
corner by the fact that a member of his 
Cabinet has taken active part in political 
campaigning, has disapproved the suspen­ 
sion of United States District Attorney 
Benton for making political speeches in 
Missouri. The President now explains 
that his letter in July was not intended to 
prevent Federal officials from taking a 
“ mild” part in campaigns. This lets the 
bars clear down. For who shall determine 
the difference between a mild and wild 
political speech ; the distinction between 
a weak and a strong effort; the rhetorical 
and logical boundary between that which 
is effective with one class of voters and 
ineffective with another? Surely, the 
President does not propose to have all the 
speeches made by the “ brigade” phono- 
graphically reported, that he may read 
them. Much less can he trust to the 
judgment of hearers. For if the “ out,” 
who desires the place of an "in,” com­ 


plains of a speech by the 
too strong, 
the incumbent will alwAyS be able to pro­ 
duce a cloud of wiriflegges that it was “ a 
no-account talk, finyhow.” And then, can­ 
not everyone see that if only the effective, 
forcible and vigorous Democratic barn 
s'.ormers are to keep silence, “ precious 
few” will be tongue-tied by the President’s 
interpretation of his own order ? 
W hat, asks the Oakland Tribune, will 
California exhibit at the American Exhi­ 
bition in London next year? Precisely, 
what? 
Dried and preserved fruits, of 
course. Hht is it impossible to make some 
exhibits of green and ripe fruits? It is 
time, certainly, that the matter should 
have attention. There will present at 
London an opportunity for California that 
she cannot afford to neglect. We are by 
no means of those who look upon legisla­ 
tion as the great remedy for all ills, or as 
the chief means of attaining given ends 
for the prosperity of the State. But if it 
was wise expenditure on the part of the 
Legislature to appropriate $25,000 to ad­ 
vertise California in the eyes of the Grand 
Army visitors, why will it not he even a 
better investment for the Legislature to 
set apart a small sum to insure a good ex­ 
hibition of California products at the 
American Exhibition in London ? 


S ay s the Examiner: “ The most lone­ 
some man in America will be the solitary 
Republican in the Georgia State Senate 
when it convenes in January.” But he 
ought to be the proudest man in America. 
He represents the protest of the nation 
against the solidity of the South under 
the lash of the Democratic party. He 
will represent tolerance, political freedom 
and the advance of thought. His isolation 
will make him one of the most interesting 
figures in the history of the legislative 
year, and will suggest more forcibly to all 
the people the danger of undivided politi­ 
cal control, than all the parly sermons that 
have been preached in the decade.

CALIFORNIA RAISINS. 
Taking the Place of the Foreign Article 
in the East. 
N ew Y o r k , November 19th.—The Com­ 
mercial Bulletin says: The season has 
opened for California raisins, and supplies 
are coming to hand quite freely. Growers, 
packers and commission men have cer­ 
tainly good reason to be satisfied with the 
quantity of fruit and its reception by the 
Eastern trade. This is really the first year 
for the placing of a desirable quality of 
goods from that section of the country be­ 
fore the public. In past years the endeavors 
to make progress without experience, led 
to placing upon the market very inferior 
goods, as compared with those of Spanish 
growth. With many people the California 
product was regarded as unfit for this mar­ 
ket, its appearance, odor and taste being 
severely commented upon, and articles 
classed as of no comparison with imported 
goods. Greater pains and improved meth­ 
ods for curing have been introduced, and 
the result has been the introduction of a 
class of goods that is a serious threat to the 
future importation of Spanish fruit. The 
packing is done in a manner that reflects 
credit, and all tbat now remains to place 
the fruit upon a par with that imported, is 
a ripe soil. The receipts of the season thus 
far includes .57,0)00 boxes, which have been 
for use in this market. 12,000 boxes for Bos­ 
ton, 2,000 boxes for Baltimore, 3,000 boxes 
for Philadelphia, and 1,000 boxes for Dover, 
Delaware.

Curtis a Fraud. 
S an F ra n cisco, November 19th.—The 
United States Grand Jury to-day indicted 
James W. Witbam and R. J. Whiteford, of 
San Diego, for perjury in connection with 
the charge of fraudulently procuring pen­ 
sions for Charles Curtis, alias Ferris, alias 
Roger Charles Tichborne. The charge is 
that they made affidavits in San Diego, 
Cab, to the effect that they had known 
Curtis in New York in 1865, and that at 
that time Curtis was minus four fingers of 
liis right hand. It is alleged that Witham 
and Whiteford were not in New York in 
1865, and the testimony of Dr. L. C. Lane 
is produced to establish the fact that be 
amputated Curtis’ fingers in 1867. they 
having been crushed while moving a house.

By authority of a warrant issued by

It is un­ 
derstood that the three released from bond­ 
age through the action of the Commission­ 
er's warrant Thursday night, wish to go to 
the Mission in San Francisco, where the 
two Chinawomen in whose cases Mr. Bug­ 
bey took action some time ago are still 
quartered. 
W ill be Heard by a Jury. 
The application of Mrs. Herman Leim- 
bach to be appointed guardian of the per­ 
son and estate of her husband, who was 
examined and pronounced insane a week 
ago, came up for hearing in Department 
One of the Superior Court yesterday.

Com plete Destruction Last Night of the 
Capital W oolen Mills* 
At 10.20 last night an alarm of fire was 
sounded from box 01, at Twelfth and D 
' streets, but for some minutes previously a 
bright light had been observed in the 
northeastern portion of the city. The fire 
department was en route for the scene in 
brief time, and as they neared it, and saw 
that the blaze was at the Capital 
Woolen Miils. :hey redoubled their 
exertions, but before the apparatus got 
on the ground the property was past 
saving. 
Hose 
had to be ied tor 
some distance, but the supply of water was 
good. The mills were well stocked with 
wool and other material, and a good sup­ 
ply of fuel had been laid in, all of which 
gave the flames substance to feed upon, 
and, despite everything that could be done, 
the fire made a clean sweep, and, except­ 
ing the fence surrounding the premises, 
there is nothing left that cou’.d be burned. 
Even the cabins occupied by the Chinese 
employed at the establishment, and lo­ 
cated at a considerable distance from the 
main buildings, were enveloped in flames, 
but the railroad fire train saved one of 
them, near the track, after the roof had 
been burned. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
Wm. Green, tbe watchman, states that 
he was in the building, attending to his 
duties as usual, when he detected the smell 
of smoke. Looking about for the cause, 
be discovered flames near the smokestack, 
in every portion of the building hand ere- 
nades were hung up. and there was 
hose throughout the place. 
He seized 
several of the grenades and threw them at 
the fire, but without beneficial result. He 
then ran for the hose, but could not get it 
stretched so as to reach the right place. 
There was a light breeze prevailing from 
the southeast, and in an astonishing short 
space of time the shingle roof of the main 
building was blazing, the fire having ran 
over it almost as though a train had been 
set, the wood being as dry as tinder. A 
messenger had to run several blocks to 
turn in an alarm, and of course the 
fire department got it too late to be of 
service. Sylvester Tryon, Superintendent 
and main owner of the mills, was 
asleep at the time of the alarm, and, as 
Mrs. Tryon did not suspect that the fire was 
anywhere near the manufactory, she did 
not arouse him until a messenger rang the 
bell and reported the tacts. Mr. Tryon 
hastened to the scene of his many years of 
exertion and struggle for success, arriving 
to find only a mass of ruins remaining of 
the establishment he had carried along to 
prosperity by dint of energy, industry and 
indomitable perseverance. 
A NEW SMOKESTACK 
Was erected about three months ago, and 
especial pains were taken to render every­ 
thing secure about i t : consequently danger 
was not apprehended from tiiat quarter. 
Of course, it was realized that if a fire 
started the inflammable nature of the ma­ 
terial about tbe place would cause it to 
spread rapidly, and, as mentioned above, 
every facility for extinguishing it was pro­ 
vided. The Works had been running full­ 
handed for some time, and there were 
several thousand dollars 
worth 
of 
manufactured goods 
on hand, and 
probably 
$8,000 
or 
$10,000 
worth 
of wool and other raw material. The 
loss is estimated at between $50.000 and 
$00,000. There was considerable insur­ 
ance. but, as the rate fixed by the insurance 
companies for such risks is very high, the 
amount placed does not approximate the 
loss. A son oi Mr. Tryon’s, who is at 
present sick in bed, is quite a loser in a 
small way, having kept in a buildinc near 
the works 80 or 100 chickens, of the 
choicest breeds, being an enthusiast in the 
matter of raising fowls. Nearly every one 
of his pets perished. The 
"CAPITAL WOOLEN MILLS COMPANY’’ 
Was incorporated April 30, 1868. with a 
capital stock of $100,000. Their mills were 
destroyed by fire September 15, 1874, but 
were rebuilt of brick, the principal building 
being 00by 21C feet, with lateral extensions 
40 by 60 feet, and one story in bight. They 
were located on two blocks oi land. 
B, C, Sixteenth and Eighteenth streets, and 
employed about sixty persons, including 
many women. The machinery was of the 
latest and most improved pattern, and lat­ 
terly a fine piece was added at a cost 
of $1,500. When running at its full 
capacity it worked up about 1,000 pounds 
of wool per day. A sixty horse-power en­ 
gine furnished motive power for the ma­ 
chinery. In addition to the people em­ 
ployed at the works, a large number were 
occupied in making up apparel at the com­ 
pany’s store on J street. It is apprehended 
that the milis will not be rebuilt, and, if 
so, tbe citv will be a ierious loser, as well 
as those directly interested. 
. Insane Because of Fpilepsy, 
Oranzo Lee came to Sacramento a few 
months ago from San Francisco, looking 
for employment, and worked when he 
could obtain it. He was also a zealous 
member of the Salvation Army. For some 
time he has been subject to a form of epi­ 
lepsy. and the disease increased its attacks 
to such frequence that about a week ago he 
was admitted to the County Hospital. 
Since his admission to that institution he 
has had as many as forty-five epileptic at­ 
tacks in one day. His mind became af­ 
fected in consequence, and he is dangerous 
to he at large, having at times a mania that 
people want to kill him. One day, when 
under the influence of one of the attacks of 
the disease, he wrapped a sack around his 
head to serve as a helmet, and then seized 
a crowbar and went after the blacksmith, 
whom he considered to be one of his ene­ 
mies. While deeply interested in religious 
matters, he is not insane upon that subject. 
It is necessary tbat he should either be kept 
in confinement or under the influence of 
drugs to prevent his doing harm ; and, as 
there is no suitable place at the hospital to 
keep him, Dr. White yesterday sent him 
to the county jailt that he might be exam­ 
ined by the Commissioners of Lunacy and 
committed to the Asylum, or some place 
where he can be properly cared for.

Superior Court R ules Am ended. 
It was ordered by the Superior Court 
Judges yesterday that the rules of Court be 
amended as follows: 
RULE V.— PRESIDING IN DEPARTMENTS. 
Judge McFarland will preside in Depart­ 
ment One, and Judge Van Fleet in Depart­ 
ment Two. The Judge of either Depart­ 
ment, however, may by request, or in the 
absence or sickness of the Judge thereof, 
preside in the other Department for the 
tria! or disposition ot any cause or pro­ 
ceeding. 
RULE VII.— ASSIGNMENT 
OF BUSINESS TO 
DEPARTMENT. 
All cases on appeal fiom inferior Courts, 
excepting in criminal cases; all proceedings 
in insolvency ; all actions of forcible entry 
and unlawful detainer, and all special pro­ 
ceedings not otherwise provided for, are 
assigned to Department Number One. 
All probate proceedings and all criminal 
Íiroceetlings, original and on appeal, are 
lereby assigned to Department Number 
Two. All other actions are hereby assigned 
as follows : The same shall be distributed 
by the Clerk between said Departments 
equally, in rotation in the order of their 
numbers at tbe time such cases are com­ 
menced—tbe odd numbers to be assigned 
to Department Number One and the even 
numbers to Department Number Two; 
and the Clerk shall number such actions 
regularly and as soon as tiled, in numerical 
sequence, and shall designate in a proper 
manner upon the first pleading or paper 
filed in any such action the Department to 
which the same is assigned by this rule 
Any action or proceeding, civil or criminal, 
may be transferred from the Department 
to which it is hereby assigned, by order of 
•the presiding Judge thereof, to the other 
Department, for trial or other disposition, 
by the consent of the Judge to whose De­ 
partment it is so transferred. 
RULE IX.—LAW CALENDAR, HOW FREPARED, 
WHEN HEARD. 
The law calendar of both Departments 
of said Court shall be heard on Friday of 
each week—that of Department One to 
be called at 1:30 o’clock p. m ., and that of 
Department Two at 10 o’clock a. m. Said 
calendar shall consist o f such matters as 
the Clerk shall have been directed, before 5 
o'clock p. m. of the preceding Wednesday, 
by any ¡tarty to a preceding to place there­ 
on. Such direction shall be in writing, 
contain the number and title of the cause 
or matter, the names of the respective at­ 
torneys, the nature of the motion or pro­ 
ceeding, and the number of the Depart­ 
ment to which the proceeding belongs. 
And any matter properly belonging to the 
law calendar must be placed theieon, and 
shall be heard on law day only, unless for 
cause the Court or tbe Judge of the Depart­ 
ment otherwise directs.

The Missing; H orse and Buggy. 
Last Monday mention was made in the 
R ecord-U nion that Abe Duncau left word 
with the police on the previous day that 
-om one had taken his horse and cart 
from in front of Jake's Five Mile House, 
near Brighton.

He proceeded 
to do a little detective work, and claims 
that he is satisfied that Platt was the one 
who took the horse from the Five-Mile 
House, that he drove up to Folsom imme­ 
diate!}' afterwards, made a short stop, and 
then drove back to the city, and the colli­ 
sion at Oak Knoll existed only in his im­ 
agination. So far the horse and buggy 
which Platt left the city with, and which 
belonged to Mr. Carley, have not been 
heard from. Platt either cotiid not or 
would no- tell what he did with them. 
T.ast Wednesday Carley swore out a war­ 
rant for Platt's arrest, on a charge of felony 
embezzlement, but he seems to have 
"skipped the town." as the officers have 
been unable to find him.

A brilliant red outfit, dress, outer gar­ 
m ent perhaps, red hat, red v a il; evolved 
from the red jackets of last season and be­ 
ing a fashionable evolution, quite proper. 
Red hats indeed have a prestige all their 
own and people who desire jauntiness put 
them on when they m ight shrink from, or 
for m any reasons not care to have, an en­ 
tire red costume. 
Red bonnets are quite 
the thing, too, as witness the piled up 
felts awaiting customers, where red has an 
excellent showing. One cannot, in truth, 
obtain anywhere a better idea of the cloth 
colors to be worn than by noticing these 
same felts, inasmuch as they are gotten up 
to m atch. So when it is said that green, 
*brown and blue prevail, with a fair display 
of red, tben draw your conclusions. 
Let it 
be noted, however, that red is frequently 
worn as a contrast, while for the many 
who wish a hat or bonnet to "g o with 
anything,” there rem ains black or gray, 
w ith a decided vote in favor of the latter as 
to style. There is som ething of lngubri- 
ousdess about a black felt—a something 
one hardly knows what, bnt a gray felt 
properly trim m ed with black velvet need 
hot try the complexion, and is'in every­ 
way attractive. The velvet ribbon for front 
bows is conspicuously absent this season. 
There is velvet on the bias, gros grain or 
moire, with the eternal picot edge : parti­ 
colored ribbons aiso being nowhere. W hen 
diversities of hue are sought for it is by 
difference in material, feathers, etc. Moire 
ribbon of all widths is very stylish, broad 
sashes appearing to a monotonous extent.

The costumes of the new beaded wools 
show such peculiar ornamentation, set in 
broad side panels composed of stiff lines or 
small squares, the beads usually embeded 
in tuft like surroundings. Shawl dresses 
of course proclami, themselves new, but 
this kind of costume has never been last­ 
ing, while purchasers who wish a dress for 
prolonged wear would do well to avoid 
either, as in a season or two they will pro­ 
claim themselves out of date, and their 
wearers ditto. 
Marked novelties had al­ 
ways best be left to those who can afford 
frequent changes, or the class who buy a 
dress, live in it and wear it out. 
After all, 
perhaps, the most sensible. Tea gowns are 
among new importations, closely fitted at 
the back and loose in front, while French 
styles are a revival of the princesse shape. 
Derai-trains for afternoon are likewise 
among novelties, as also for evening, what 
they call “ dancing length” — just long 
enough to touch, act as a broom, fray out 
and soil. Something better for evening are 
the lace skirts of the summer, worn with 
velvet basques 
and here a hint can be 
given of greater liberty in basques. Some 
new ones are longer on the sides, and alto­ 
gether there comes an era of more free­ 
dom. Inexpensive wools made with m ati­ 
nees and skirts for morning, give relief 
from cumbrous and bebustled costumes, 
while serving to keep them fresh for the 
street; but, perhaps, the greatest of all im­ 
provements is the introduction of water­ 
proof m ohairs and silks, the former in 
plain colors, the latter in fine stripes or pin­ 
head checks. Should these prove trust­ 
worthy a great advance step will have been 
m ade, and the^gossamer of to-day become 
a thing of the p a st; as m uch so as the 
colored gros grain silks, formerly rever­ 
enced till driven out by faille and satin. 
Black gros grain silk, however, retains 
a high Dosition, such being the distinctions 
drawn ‘by that mysterious thing we call 
“ style.” 
WEDDIHG DRESSES. 
Moire has a great prestige, often taking 
the place of brocades which, are not seen 
unless it be the new silvered ones. Rich 
gros grain, with satin finish, is a very fa­ 
vorite material, after both, coming satin 
and faille. 
Lacéis the trim m ing in greater 
or less quantity and fineness of texture, but 
some who cannot afford fine lace and will 
not use the coarse, employ crepe lisse. 
Crystal beads are also a wedding garniture, 
placed generally in broad panels down the 
side. 
W here economy is considered the 
entire dress is sometimes made of lisse over 
silk or satin, and the embroidered lisse 
serves as a finish here, or m ay take the 
place of lace in handsome costumes. Puffed 
sleeves look well made of it, and some­ 
times it transparent sleeve reaches down to 
the elbow.

HOUSEHOLD 
H IN TS. 


Cayenne pepper blown into the cracks 
where ants congregate will drive them 
away. The sanie remedy is also good for 
mice. 
For scalds and burns no remedy is better 
than wbite of egg. 
It excludes air from 
the wound as well as collodion, and is more 
cooling than sweet oil and cotton. 
It 
should be poured over the wound as soon 
as it is made. 
A good rem edy for corns is th is : Pare 
the excrescence carefully with a keen knife 
and then bathe in warm water for ten m in­ 
utes; take a thin slice of lemon and apply 
to the afflicted part, bandaging tightly with 
a handkerchief. This should be done pre­ 
vious to retiring. 
A good paint for sheet iron is made as 
follows : Good varnish, one-half gallon : 
boiled linseed oil, one-half gallon ; 
add 
red lead sufficient to bring to the consist­ 
ency of common paint. Apply with a 
brush. Applicable to any kind of ironwork 
exposed to the weather. 
It is asserted by an authority that it is a 
m istake to suppose that broiling is applica­ 
ble to fish and meats only. 
It can be em ­ 
ployed with fruits and vegetables, and 
when these are waterv excellent results are 
obtained. 
The apple, pear, quince and, 
the cucumber, tomato, green pepper or egg 
plant thus prepared m ake admirable dishes. 
Printed m atter may be copied on any 
paper of an absorbent nature by dampening 
the surface with a weak solution of ace­ 
tate ot iron and pressing in an ordinary 
copying press. 
Old writing m ay also be 
copied on unsized paper it wet w ith a 
weak solution of sulphate of iron, mixed 
with a 3ma’l quantity of solution of sugar 
syrup. 
An English experim enter finds that, con­ 
trary to general opinion, a growth of ivy 
over a house renders the interior entirely 
free from moisture. The ivy extracts every 
E 
ossible particle of m oisture from wood, 
rick or stone, for its own sustenance, by 
m eans of the tiny roots which work their 
way into even the hardest stone. 
An excellent grease eradicator is made of 
the following ingredients ; Am m onia, two 
ounces; soft water, one q u a rt; saltpeter, 
one tea3poonfnl; fine soap, in shavings, 
one ounce. M ix thoroughly and keep in a 
covered vessel. This recipe is a simple 
one, yet it has made m illionaires of four 
men who have successfully controlled pro­ 
prietary rights to use it. 
Boston Budget. 
The best way in which to clean hair­ 
brushes is with spirits of amm onia, as its ef­ 
fect is imm ediate. No rubbing is required, 
and cold water can be used just as success­ 
fully as warm. Take a teaspoonful of am ­ 
monia to a quart of water, dip the hair part 
of the brush without wetting the ivorv, 
and in a m oment the grease is removed ; 
then rinse in cold water, shake well, and 
dry in the air, but not in the sun. 
Soda 
and soap soften the bristles and invaria­ 
bly turn the ivory yellow.— Boston Tran­ 
script. 


A Chance for Inventive Genius. 
A Russian engineer, says a cable dis­ 
patch, claims to iiave discovered a process 
of reducing petroleum to the form of crys­ 
tals, which may be easily and safely trans­ 
ported to any distance and then reconverted 
into liquid form. Commenting upon the 
above the Chicago Times suggests: If this 
principle could only be applied to alcoholic 
compounds it would save some people, 
especially in prohibition States, a great 
deal of trouble. In Osage county, Kan., 
for instance, there are seven drug stores 
and no saloons. 
In order to get a drink, it 
is necessary for a citizen of that county to 
go to the Probate Judge and pay five cents 
for a permit, which entitles him to become 
a patron of the alcoholic departm ent of one 
of these drug stores. 
H e m ust then give 
the drug clerk his own diagnosis of the 
physical trouble that can only be cured by 
stimulation, which m ust be entered in a 
book kept for the purpose, and the brandy, 
rum , or whisky, as the purchaser may 
think best for his ailm ent, will be forth­ 
coming. In the m onth of September these 
seven drug stores had 2,812 applications for 
alcoholic stim ulants. The records of the 
drug clerks show that these stim ulants 
were dispensed to relieve, among others, 
the following physical disabilities ;

The enor­ 
mous am ount of trouble taken to obtain 
liquor in these 2,812 cases could nearly all 
be saved, to say nothing about the lying 
that would be avoided, if tho Russian en­ 
gineer, or some other inventor, conld dis­ 
cover a pian tor crystallizing alcohol as well 
as petroleum, so th at it could be carried in 
the vest pocket and be transm itted by maii. 
There's millions in it for the discoverer, 
whoever he may be. 


To Mbnd R ubber Cloth.—Anyone who 
has had the m isfortune to injure the coat­ 
ing of a rubber um brella will be glad to 
know th at it is not w ithout remedy. A 
preparation of dam m ar varnish and as- 
phaltum in abont equal quantities, with a 
little turpentine, will m ake an easily ap­ 
plied coating, which makes the um brella 
as good as nc-w again. Spots on gossamer 
coats and cloaks can be covered with this 
also.

Perhaps the most thrilling quarter of an 
hour of John Howard Payne’s life was 
that when Jenny Lind sang " Honre. Sweet 
Hom e," to him . The occasion was the 
Jenny Lind concert in "Washington, on the 
night of December 17, 1850. The assembly 
was, perhaps, the most distinguished ever 
seen m a concert room in this country.

Jenny Lind opened 
with the “ Casta Diva. ' and followed with 
the “ Flute Song” (in which her voice con­ 
tested rivalry for purity and sweetness with 
a fiute in the dnet), then the famous “ Bird 
Song, " and next on her program m e the 
“Greeting to America."' All the pieces were 
applauded apparently to the full capacity 
of an enthusiastic audience, and Webster, 
who was in his most genial after-dinner 
mood, emphasized the plaudit by rising 
from his seat and m aking JeDny a pro­ 
found bow, as if responding for the country 
to her " Greeting." 
But when the “ Swed­ 
ish nightingale " answered the encore by 
turning in the direction cd" John Howard 
Payne and giving “ Home, Sweet Hom e,” 
with all the wonderful tenderness, purity, 
and sim plicity fitting both the words and 
air of the im m ortal song, the difference 
was at once seen between the mechanical 
applause called out by the display ol fine 
vocalization and that elicited 
by 
the 
“ touch of nature that makes the whole 
world kin." 
Belore the first line of the 
song was completed the audience was 
fairly “ off its feet," and could scarcely 
wait for a pause to give expression to its 
enthusiasm . 
People ordinarily of the u n ­ 
demonstrative sort clapped, stamped and 
shouted as if they were mad, and it Seemed 
as if there would be no end to the uproar. 
Meantime all eyes were turned upon Payne, 
a 
small-sized, 
elegantly molded, gray­ 
haired gentleman, who blushed violently at 
finding him self the center of so many 
glances.— Brookltm Matjazlne.

FRUIT-GROWERS. 


THEY 
MEMORIALIZE 
COX. R ESS 
AND ADJOURN. 


E ssays on th e O live, th e W aln u t, th e 
A lm on d a n d th e P ru n e—T he 
N ext C on vention . 


T he Fruit-growers' Convention reassem­ 
bled in the Suprem e Court-room of the 
State Capitol at Í) a. m. yesterday. The at­ 
tendance was not so large as on the preced­ 
ing days, m any of the fruit men having 
left for their homes on the preceding even­ 
ing. 
The Chairm an announced that the pro­ 
gram m e for the day would be the reading 
of several essays, and a discussion, “ Pro­ 
tection to F ruit Industries." 
It was announced that the following dis­ 
patch was received last evening from D. 
Lubin, now en route E a s t: 
F eemont (Neb.), November lsth. 
There is a Conventieu of I’nion, Central and 
other railroad managers at Chicago to adjust 
and lix rates of freight. This would be an oppor­ 
tune opportunity to ask concessions for fruit­ 
growers. 
D. I.VBLN. 
The Convention authorized the President 
to send the following reply : 
I). Lubin. Sherman House, Chicago : You are 
appointed by the California Fruit-growers’ State 
Convention to represent j t at the Railroad Con­ 
vention in Chicago. We want passenger time, 
ten cars, S300 per car to Chicago ; 8400 to New 
York and Boston ; slow treight to Chicago, 8130. 
Judge S. J. Stabler and Sol Uunyon 
were added to the commiuge hitherto ap­ 
pointed to frame a law in relation to insect 
pests. 
Mr. Curtis, of the firm of Lyon & Curtis, 
was added to the committee appointed to 
consult with the Southern Pacific Railroad 
authorities. 
THE ALMOND. 
A. T. H atch read the following essay 
upon the alm o n d : 
There are as m any varieties of almonds as 
lb ere are of peaches, though generally it is 
supposed there are only three kinds. The 
alm ond requires considerable room, say 
not less than tw enty-four feet apart, and 
further apart is better. They will not grow 
in the water, nor do well in a heavy, poorly 
drained place. The alm ond root is the best 
for the almond, although they do well on 
peach roots. They will not unite well with 
apricot roots. T he alm ond will do well on 
lands not rich enough to produce good 
crops of peaches, apricots or cherries. 
No 
shrubs or vegetables will do well between 
alm ond trees after the first year, if the al­ 
m ond trees do well, as they are m any and 
long-time feeders. 
Almonds, to pay the 
grower, should bear well every year, hull 
easily, have clean, thin, soft shells, and a 
jiuooth, bright and plum p kernel. 
They 
do better out of the fog than in it. 
The 
trees should be as young as possible when 
transplanted from the nursery. Large trees 
are objectionable, even if only one year 
from bud. 
My best success has been in 
dorm ant buds, although 
they required 
m ore care than one-year-old trees. They 
should be pruned the first three years to 
form the trees. A flertbat only to thin out 
objectionable branches. Sum m er pruning 
is to be avoided. 
Good cultivation is essential. 
No irriga­ 
tion. if a little rain. 
I find California seed­ 
lings to be more hardy than the imported 
finds, the crops suffering much less dam ­ 
age from frosts. 
The nuts should he thoroughly dried, 
fben sprinkled and subm itted while damp 
to the fumes ot sulphur for about seven 
m inutes, then dried and taken up the same 
■lav. 
Twenty-five pounds or more of thin- 
abelled almonds per tree, at fifteen cents 
per pound, that will hull easily, pay the 
producer better than fifteen pounds or less 
per tree of such as will only bring ten cents 
per pound that are difficult to hull. That 
is my experience w ith the seedling over the 
imported varieties. 
Almonds will make 
better returns from leaner lands than any 
other product, except it may be vines, 
olives or figs. Alm onds with long single 
leruels are preferred in general to such as 
have double ones. 
The I.anguidoc has proved a failure wher­ 
ever tried in California, so far as producing 
regular paying crops. In case of a strike 
of help when gathering almonds, you may- 
bid them “ good day." and get another sup­ 
ply of half and gather the crop, while, if 
it were apricots or peaches, it m ight be 
necessary to give the fruit and boxes to the 
help in order to save it from decay. 
A gentleman from Los Angeles said the 
alm ond was a failure in that section. They 
could not be grown with profit. The soil 
and climate were not adapted to it. 
They thrive well in Central California, 
and are grown w ith great profit in Solano, 
Sacramento, and Placer counties. 
Elwood Cooper read an exhaustive essay 
upon the olive. 
It was, with slight addi­ 
tions, the same one which was written by 
him some years ago and distributed among 
the fruit-growers of the State in pam phlet 
form. 
He also read an essay upon the 
English w alnut. 
H e has a walnut orchard 
of fifty-five acres, from which he cleared 
over $7,000 on this year's crop. 
Professor Klee read a scientific essay 
upon fungoid diseases. 
Dr. K im ball’s essay on the apricot was 
not read before the Convention, but was 
ordered printed in the report. 
A. Block, of Santa Clara, was unani­ 
m ously recommended by the Convention 
to fill the vacancy in the State Board of 
Agriculture, vice Dr. S. F. Chapin, disqual­ 
ified on account of change ot residence. 
THE PRUNE. 
The following adm irable essay on the 
prune was written by W . H . Aiken : 
The word prune is derived from the 
Latin j.n num, which means plum , and 
m ay be m ore specifically defined as a plum 
of "fine texture, easily dried whole in the 
3un or by artificial heat without ferm ent­ 
ing at the pit. 
Prune culture in this State 
has become a large and growing industry, 
and to successfully compete with foreign 
prunes a protective tariff, an intelligent 
culture of the trees, and the best method 
of curing the fruit is indispensable. The 
policy of this Government is, and has been 
From" its foundation, the protection of 
hom e industries and m anufactures by pro­ 
per duties upon foreign imports. The pro­ 
ducts of the soil have not been protected 
to the same extent or degree as manufact­ 
ured articles so m uch used by the farmer, 
and especially is this so with the prune. 
T he tariff of "one cent per pound on prunes 
was fixed before they were raised to any 
extent in this country, and was rated for 
purpose of revenue and not protection, as 
appears from the fact that the ad valorem 
duty on prunes am ounts to only 181 per 
cent., while the average ad valorem rate of 
duty on all articles is 42j per cent. 
THE IMPORTATION OF PRUNES 
F or the year ending June 30, 1885, was 
57,631.820 ponnds, valued by importers at 
$¿147,505: and for the year ending June 
30,’ 1886,64,995,547 pounds, valued at $2,026,­ 
595—showing an increased importation in 
1886 of 7,363.725 pounds, but a decrease in 
value of $120,910. 
The prune product of California for the 
year ending June 30, 1S85. was estimated at 
1,875,000 pounds, of the value of $150,000, 
at 8 cents per pound. For the vear ending 
Ju n e 30, 1886,1,550,000, valued at $93,000, 
at 6 cents per pound, showing a falling off 
in production of 325,000 pounds, and in 
value of $37,000. The explanation of this 
is that there was not sufficient rainfall last 
vear to m ature a large prune that would 
comm and a fair price in competition with 
an unusually large and cheap importation. 
The prune crop this year is still in the 
hands of the producer, and cannot be def- 
initelv estimated : but it may be safely said, 
judging from the good quantity and fair 
quality on the trees, and the increased bear­ 
ing acreage, that it will am ount to about 
2,000,000 pounds, which, at 8 cents per 
pound (a low price for so good an article), 
would yield the producer $160,000. 
The names of prunes cultivated here are 
French, German, Italian. H ungarian, Bul­ 
garian and Silver prunes. 


Prune d'Agen or date plum, which is also j 
named Prune d’Ente end Robe de Sargent, j 
The Prune d Agen is, according to the best t 
authorities, the plum from which the finest 
French prunes are made, and is known as 
the prune of commerce. Orchards have 
been planted and cultivated in California 
for nearly thirty years, under the impres­ 
sion that we had the true prune of com­ 
merce, cultivated in France under the 
name of Prune d’Agen. 
This was first seriously questioned by 
Felix Gillet, a Frenchm an by birth, and a 
prom inent and enterprising nurserym an at 
Nevada City, California, who asserted in 
July, 1834, that our French prune was very 
different from the French Prune d'Agen of 
France, both in size, color, shape and time 
of m aturity. 
He based his opinion upon 
the conclusions drawn by certain horti­ 
culturists in France, from an actual com­ 
parison of the prunes raised and sent to 
them by him for that purpose with what 
they claimed was the true Prune d’Agen. 
They failed to agree upon the noints of 
difference, one insisting that the California 
prune is a seedling from the Prune d'Agen. 
and not a- large and fine; another, that it 
is the same in shape, but not so regularly 
ovoid; another, that it is the same shape 
and color, but that there is a difference in 
the p it; and still another, a leading prune 
m erchant of Agen, France, that it is ex­ 
actly the kind known in France bv tbe 
name of Prune d'Agen. or Prune d’En'e, 
and that the nature of the soil has m uch to 
do with the beauty and size of the fruit. 
THE REAL PRUNE d'aoEN. 
Mr. Gillet, desiring to correct the error, 
anil to introduce in California the Prune 
d'Agen, obtained trees from the north and 
south of France, and spared no expense in 
fully investigating the prune subject, and 
kept the people advised of his progress from 
time to tim e through the Rural Press. 
His investigation up to November, 1885, 
resulted in a change of opinion, as shown 
in his letter to the State H orticultural So­ 
ciety, in which he makes the following 
statem ent: 
“ Our prune is a true type of 
the Prune d'Agen, and the kind grown in 
the north of France and the valley of the 
Loire is a very poor type of that famous 
prune.” 
Our prune is not the very type of 
the Prune d'Agen cultivated in the valley 
of the Lot, in France, where are grown the 
largest prunes, which are sold by m er­ 
chants of Agen and Bordeaux under the 
name of Prune d'E nte or d'Agen. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Gillet I 
sent to a horticulturist, at Agen, a small 
package of my own prunes for inspection. 
In reply, under date of August 16, 1886, he 
states that m y prune has the shape and 
color of the Prune d'Agen, but is not the 
same type, the difference being in the pit, 
and sent me two pits of his prunes for in ­ 
spection and comparison. 
I am of the opinion that the French 
prune of this State is a true type of the 
Prune d'Agen, the prune of commerce ot 
France, resembling it in shape and color 
though differing it may be in p it; the ex 
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fr esch pru n e. 
The French prune has been extensively 
id profitably grown in certain sections of 
is State, where th e soil, climate and other 
nditions have proved favorable. 
The 
st trees of the kind were grown by Louis 
■llier, at San Jose, about the year 1857, 
e "raft having been brought from France 
• his brother in December. 1856. 
The French prunes which are so largely 
ported from France are m ade of the 


act difference I am unable upon inspection 
to clearly define. 
This slight difference 
may be owing to climatic influence. 
W hether the exact type of the prune 
grown in the valley of the Lot, in France, 
would prove a better and m ore profitable 
prune if grown in California thán the one 
we have, is a m atter for future experiment 
and consideration. 


other prunes. 
T he German prune 
is not generally 
grow n; but as it contains more acid than 
the French, is preferred by some. 
The Italian, or Fallenberg prune, some­ 
times called German, is quite well known 
it has a rich acid flavor, is of a dark color 
with blue tint, and is nearly round. The 
fruit thins itself, and often rather too much 
for profit, so that a full crop cannot be de­ 
pended upon each year. 
Tbe H ungarian prune was brought to 
San Jose with the French prune, and quite 
generally planted and known as Gres prune. 
The tree is a strong grower and prolific 
bearer, the fruit growing large and fine, if 
properly 
thinned, and it is sometimes 
double. 
It has an acid flavor, light red 
color, and is in demand green for Eastern 
shipm ent as a handsome plum . Pond's 
seedling plum is supposed to be its true 
name. 
The Bulgarian prune is not generally 
grown, but is well spoken of by a few at 
Haywards, Alameda countv, as bearing as 
well as the French, resembling the Italian 
bu. not quite as large. 
The Silver prune wa3 originated by a 
Mr. Alderman, of Dayton, Oregon, who 
believes it to be a seedling from Coe’s 
Golden Drop plum, but a thriftier and 
hardier tree, and bearing larger fru it; the 
tree bears more on the body and the fruit 
does not break fhe tree down, and it ripens 
a week or two earlier. 
M any growers and 
nurseymen consider that 
it cannot be 
clearly distinguished from Coe’s Golden 
Drop p lu m , which is a good plain for dry­ 
ing with the pit. 
PRUNE CULTURE. 
There seem to be no well-established 
rules governing tbe planting and cultiva­ 
tion of the prune in California. 
It might 
be well, however, to state briefly what the 
most experienced horticulturists have been 
doiDg, and think essential to be done. 
Prepare the soil by deep plowing and 
harrowing early in the winter, and set out 
trees one year oíd, about an inch deeper than 
in nursery, the scar of old stock to the 
north, and not less than 20 feet a p a rt; cut 
back the trees, after planting, to 18 inches 
from the ground, and shade on south side 
by some convenient shade. 
Three or four 
buds should be allowed to grow at the top, 
and the term inal buds of those below 
pinched hack, after they have grown out a 
little, so that the buds will put out leaves 
and shade the stalk the first year. The 
second year, remove them and cut back the 
limbs to a foot in length ; the third, two 
feet, etc.—the object in view being to shape 
a handsome tree with strength and bearing 
space, which can be attained only by low 
training and intelligent pruning. " 
After about six years of age, when in 
fall bearing, the tree does not need cutting 
back as much as it does thinning out cross 
limbs, if any. and pruning out unfruitful 
wood. 
The sprays or sm all twigs in the 
body of the French prune tree should be 
cut back to one or two fruit buds, so that 
the fruit may be large. Some, however, 
advise the removal of all such sprays, as 
the fruit on them is small at best. 
It is im portant in pruning to select buds 
on the upper side of limbs, as they will 
have a greater weight-bearing power than 
buds forming branches from under side of 
boughs. Sum m er pruning is not advisable; 
a full season's growth, properly pruned 
back in the winter and trained so low that 
the branches take a natural upward and 
oblique direction, will shape a tree that 
will be strong and bread enough to live 
long and be fruitful. 
There is a natural adaptation of tree to 
root, and it is generally believed that the 
apple should be budded upon the apple, 
the peach upon the peach, the pear upon 
the pear, and the plum upon the plum. 
The plant root generally throws out suck­ 
ers from the root, and ought not to be used 
in budding plums or prunes. 
The myro- 
bolan plum, however, does not sucker, and 
is much preferred as a root for tbe prune, 
especially in rich, damp or heavy soils; 
while in dry. light or sandy soil the peach 
root is found to be good for ibe prune, al­ 
though some contend that the sap starts 
earlier and stronger in the peach root than 
the prune top is ready to assimilate, and 
becomes flooded and unhealthy. 
In planting prune orchards, ascertain 
from those in your vicinity upon what root 
the prune does the best. 


METHOD OF CUBING PRUNES. 
The French prune should be ripe enough 
to fall from the tree when shaken. Dip 
the fruit into a boiling-hot m ixture of one 
pound of concentrated lye in ten gallons of 
water, and let it remain long enough to 
scald the sk in s; then dip inpurecold water 
and put out on frames or boards to dry in 
the sun. After the fruit has been out" ten 
days or two weeks it should be taken up 
and put in bins to heat for a few weeks, 
then dipped in boiling-hot water two m in­ 
utes, dried awhile, when it is ready for 
packing for the m arket. Do not dry prunes 
too much : they will keep without being 
dried to death. A common galvanized pail, 
made for the purpose, with three-eighths- 
inch holes on sides and bottom, makes the 
best dipper. 
A canvas cloth may be spread under the 
tree, so that in shaking the fruit may be 
gathered clean and unbruised. Some, how­ 
ever. shake and pick from the ground. 
The French method of curing prunes is 
substantially as follow s: 
The fruit-grower 
! dries his fruit in an oven sufficiently to 
1 keep about two weeks without molding. 
I The prunes are then sold to factories, where 
! they are cured in this m an n er: After 
’ being graded by use of wire screens, they 


are packed in long, hollow metal tubes. 
After being filled, a cap is screwed on them 
to make them air-tight. These tubes are 
put in a steam drum , and live steam is 
turned on, and they are cooked fora longer 
or shorter time, according to the size of the 
fruit, at a tem perature of 110°. They are 
then ready to pack for the m arket. The 
peasants frequently cure or bake prunes in 
their bread ovens sufficiently for sale to the 
m erchant, who grades and packs them. 
It is not certain that we need im itate the 
French method of baking the prunes. We 
may produce even better results in our own 
way. The California sun-dried prune is 
delicious when stewed, while the French, 
being already cooked in the process of cur­ 
ing, tastes well before stewing, but becomes 
rather i"sipid afterward. 
We can profitably im itate tbe French 
method of grading our prunes into at least 
three or four grades. After gathering the 
fruit, pass it over wire sieves arranged on 
an inclined frame two or three fee* wide 
and eight or ten feet long. The funning- 
raill movement is given to the frame by 
means of a wheel turned by h a n d ; the 
largest prunes drop through the last and 
coarsest sieve, or pass over it entirely if very 
large. 
The French m erchants separate 
their prunes into several grades; the first 
four, ranging from 30 to 70 to the pound, 
are kept for the European m arket. The 
fifth, or first grade for importation, about 
70 to the pound, are sent to this country; 
also grades of sm aller fruit, with which we 
have to compete for a market, with four 
grades of prunes, ranging from 40 to 100 to 
the pound. Some rule of action should be 
adopted by prune-growers and merchants 
in California in grading prunes. 
MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 
W hen the question of “ Protection of the 
F ruit Interest ” came up for consideration, 
W. H . Aiken took the floor. 
He presented 
a memorial to Congress, which he asked 
tbe Convention to adopt, and that the same 
be signed and certified to by the President 
and Secretary. It reads as follows : 
“S acram en to (Cal.), November 19,1886. 
“ To the Honorable, the Senate and House of 
Representatives o f the United States, Wash­ 
ington, D. C.: Your memorialists, the fruit 
growers of the State of California, assem­ 
bled in their annual Convention at Sacra­ 
mento, this 19th day of November, 1886, 
most respectfully represent: 
The the soil 
and clim ate of the State of California are 
adapted to the production and preparation 
of the prune, the raisin and the olive of 
good quality, and in quantities sufficient, 
eventually, to supply the demand for such 
products in the United States; 
that these 
im portant industries are in their infancy, 
and stand in great need of protection from 
competition with foreign prunes, raisins 
and olive oil produced by the cheap labor 
of Europe. 
“ Your memorialists have found by actual 
experience that the present duties of 1 cent 
per pound on prunes and 2 cents on raisins 
and $1 a gallon on olive oil affoid no real 
protection and give little encouragement to 
those engaged in these great and growing 
enterprises in C alifornia; that an import 
duty of 3 cents on prunes and raisins, and 
$2 per gallon on olive oil, would enable 
California to successfully compete with the 
world on these products in the m arkets of 
this country, and pay fair and fall wages 
to American labor. The growing of the 
orange and lemon in the UDited States 
should also be encouraged and protected 
from competition with like products of for­ 
eign lands, and in the opinion of your me­ 
morialists the duties on these products are 
entirely too low. 
“ Y our memorialists further represent: 
That the Mexican reciprocity treaty now 
under consideration for Congressional ac­ 
tion seriously threatens the future of many 
agricultural industries in the United States, 
and especially that of fruit-growing in Cali­ 
fornia. The long-established policy in this 
country of the protection ami encourage­ 
m ent of American iabor and American in­ 
dustries should not be changed so as to 
practically protect and encourage Mexican 
labor and agriculture. 
The Mexican reci­ 
procity treaty would in effect adm it the 
republic of Mexico to the Union, to a share 
in our great prosperity, and give its people 
a right to compete with Americans for 
trade in our markets, without bearing the 
burdens of this Government and without 
any love for this country. 
“ Your memorialists, therefore, respect­ 
fully and earnestly request tbe Congress of 
the United States to so adjust the tariff on 
the products above referred to as to make 
u s a prosperous and independent people, 
and to decline legislation intended to en­ 
force and put in operation the Mexican 
reciprocity treaty.” 
Mr. Aiken said: “ This memorial does 
not ask for a perfect protection, and yet it 
seeks to acquire what we so much need. I 
believe in the American institutions ; I be­ 
lieve America 
should provide for the 
m any. I believe we can raise the prune, 
raisin and olive, and also the orange and 
lemon, that will supply the m arkets of 
this country, and keep at home our money, 
and I hope there will be a free discussion 
of this matter, because we ought to hear 
from everybody.” 
The memorial was imm ediately pounced 
upon 
by Tompkins of Alameda, who 
feared that this protection to the prune 
would cause too many to go into the busi­ 
ness, and disaster would follow an over­ 
production. 
H. C. W ilson went for the memorial 
without gloves. H e was an out-and-out 
free trader. 
H e asked for no protection for 
himself, and did not propose to give it to 
any other person. All tariff's should be re­ 
moved, and the world would be, as it ought 
to be. a go-as-you-please, and devil take 
the hindm ost. The principle upon which 
this Government was founded was, equal 
rights to all, special privileges to none. 
Messrr. Stabler, H atch and Kim ball also 
made speeches against the memorial. 
Mr. W ilcox was in favor of the protective 
tariff so far as it is necessary in the com­ 
mencement. 
He believed at this time that 
it was wise policy, because if we undertake 
to compete with the producers of Europe, 
it means that we compete in the price of 
tbe labor also that produces those crops in 
Europe. Capital is also cheaper there, and 
a vineyard in France that is worth $2,000 
per acre is worked on capital worth 2 and 3 
per cent, annually. Now, if we want the 
laborers here to thrive and to invite 
laborers from 
all parts of the world, 
let us tell them they can m ake money 
here, as well as to enjoy in company 
with us our beautiful sunshine. Only a 
few years ago we did not know that we 
could m ake wine for the market, and it 
wa3 only by a protective tariff that we suc­ 
ceeded in doing it. 
We m ay not always 
need it for producing wine, we do not think 
we w ill; as soon as tbe people find out 
what our wine is, and like it as well as they 
do any other wine, we can compete with 
any producers in the world. So it is with 
raisins; after we get started and our raisins 
have a reputation and the people want 
them and feel that they m ust have them , 
they will pay our price : but we have cer­ 
tain disadvantages, and I think that pro­ 
tection on the start would be a great ad­ 
vantage to the fruit industry of this State 
and the laborers of the State. 
Mr. Block also favored the memorial, 
and answered the argum ent of Mr. W ilson. 
Mr. Aiken took the floor and made a 
ringing protection speech. 
H e said the 
agriculturists have asked very little and 
have received very little in this country. 
Our protection is almost nom inal, while 
every m anufactured article that the agri­ 
culturists use is protected. If that is the 
policy of this country, why not share in that 
protection ? 
We certainly ask but very 
little. They are giving us now one cent on 
prunes: we ask in addition one cent to 
build up this industry and to save three 
millions of money at home, and to keep up 
good prices for American labor. The reason 
why the price of the prune was reduced 
from 10 or 12 cents to five, a year ago, was 
because the foreign prune-raisers threw 
upon this country a bankrupt stock of fruit 
last year. They had an excessive supply, 
and rather than dum p those prunes in the 
ocean they sent them over here and sold 
them for whatever they would bring, and, 
of course, broke down our m arket. The 
protection ot one cent a pound was nothing 
to them , owing to the cheapness with 
which they conld raise them , and with the 
cheap rates of freight across the ocean, they 
utterly destroyed onr prune m arket. The 
prunes of California cannot sell in compe­ 
tition with foreign prunes at one cent pro­ 
tection, and I do hope this memorial may 
be at least adopted by a large m ajority of 
this Convention and ¿ v e n out to the world 
as the expressed opinion of the fruit-grow­ 
ers of California. If the present Congress 
will not afford us the protection we are 
justly entitled to, we will elect one that 
will, for it is a well-known fact, one that 
was outspoken in tbe last election through­ 
out the East and W est, that America and 
hom e protection is on top. 
[Applause.] 


The memorial was adopted with only six 
dissenting votes. 
On motion of Secretary Webb, a vote of 
thanks was tendered the R ecord-U nion for 
its very full and complete reports of the 
daily sessions of the Convention. 
A vote of thanks was tendered H. W ein- 
stock for what he had accomplished by his 
trip East in the interest of California fruit­ 
growers. 
On motion of Mr. Hatch, it was decided 
to hold two conventions annually—one in 
April, the other in October. 
The date and place of holding the next 
convention will be decided by the State 
Board of Horticulture. 
Professor Hussman announced that the 
next session of the American H orticultural 
Society would be held upon this coast in 
February. 1883, provided a satisfactory re­ 
duction iu railroad fares could be secured. 
A vote of thauks was tendered to F. E. 
Ray. acting President of the California Mu­ 
seum Association, for an invitation to the 
members of tbe Convention to visit that in ­ 
stitution. 
At 1 p. m . the Convention adjourned sine 
die.

Letter from a Californian on Eastern 
W eather—Prospects of Im m igration. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , November 13. 1386. 
Eds. R e co rd -U n io n : 
I found m yself 
here a day or two since, to see a gathering 
of Grangers from all carts of the United 
States. 
I wanted to tell them of tbe beau­ 
ties of California and the advantages of our 
glorious climate, so that when they re­ 
turned to their several homes and were -it- 
ting by their huge fireplaces, with big, 
blazing back logs to throw out sparks and a 
ruddy glow of heat, while they listened to 
the blowing of the icy blasts, they might 
ponder on what m ight he for them if they 
came to the beautiful Sacramento valley. I 
1 supplied them with books containing in 
formation concerning California: with illus­ 
trations of the fruits now ripening in the 
November 
sun 
of 
our 
State, 
so 
that 
they 
m ight 
contrast 
the 
bar­ 
renness 
and dreariness of 
their own 
surroundings 
w ith 
w hat 
we 
offer 
them . 1 have made arrangements to dis­ 
seminate among the Grangers full infor­ 
mation about our State, and thereby in­ 
duce the proper kind of immigration to 
California. 
W hen I spoke of the health 
fulness of our glorious climate, I pointed 
to the ruddy glow of health on the fade of 
H on. W m. Joimston, Master of the State 
Grange of California, and to his stalw art 
body, and as for bis ability and intelligence 
they find that out by the success he meets 
with in his work in the (¡range. 
The weather in this locality is unquali­ 
fiedly bad. 
Well, that is hardly strong 
enough—it’s awful. 
It rains, it snows, it 
freezes, and in the narrow streets of this 
city one seems almost stifled. Philadel­ 
phia is called a large city, but when it was 
laid out the founders evidently imagined 
that 
narrow 
streets 
were 
conducive 
to health. 
No 
cars run 
both 
ways 
on the same street, and one track in the 
middle of the thoroughfares nearly sus­ 
pends traffic when the car is passing. 
Then, too, the fate is six cents, which 
makes a Californian swear when he offers 
live cents and m ust put up another nickle 
and get four pennies in return. I was 
shown a large picture of a portion of the 
Quaker City, and the word “Chestnut” was 
the most prom inent feature. 
It was the 
nam e of its principal thoroughfare, but it 
did well to explain itself. 
The meeting of the National Grange is a 
stirring event in Philadelphia, and creates 
much interest. 
Senator Johnston is doing 
finely, and embodied in his report is a de­ 
scription of the advantage- of California, 
which will be a widespread advertisement 
of our State, and will do much good. The 
indications are fair for a large im m igration 
to California the present winter, and the 
people inquiring about the country with a 
view of migrating, are of the most de­ 
sirable class to produce wealth and increase 
commerce. 
In the vast overcrowded Ea-tern States 
are thousands who ought to settle in the 
valley of the Sacramento and on the foot­ 
hills, and, when they get true knowledge 
of our advantages, will certainly do so.
